The following concerning the GrandJuno- 
tion appoars in the Campbellford Herald 
of Thursday :—‘‘ Now life, apparently, 
is pormeating the operations of tho Grand 
Junction Railway, and wo haye another 
assurance, in addition to the many flights 
of imagination to which wo havo heretofore 
boon aroused, that little will occur this 
timo to stom the tide of its construction. 
A telogram from the officials reached hore 
to 


afow days ago, instructing Mr. McK 
proceed at once with the work of getting 
in readiness the piers for tho bridgo across 
the Trent, These piers wero imperfoct- 
iy put together, and a portion of thom are 
to be torn down and rebuilt preparatory to 
tho completion of the bridge, The work 
is now proceeding ; and from the authority 
of J. M. Ferris, Esq., we are able to state 
that building will commence on to Hast- 
ings as soon as the weather permits of it 
boing done, We have the report, too, that 
adaily train will run between Belleville 
and Campbellford early next summer.” 
Assupplementing the above,we mayatate 
that tho contract for the Campbellford 
bridgo has been lotto Mr. J. W. Dinwoodie, 
of Campbellford, to be finished by the first 
of June, The structure, as at prosont de- 
signod, is to bo built of wood on the Howo 
truss principle, and its length will be 420 
feot, It is, however, situated on a curve, 
and Mr. Bickford states that, provided the 
City Council of Belleville will extend the 
time for the completion to Hastings for Bix 
to eight weeks, ho will build an iron bridge 
with stone piers, and alter the location so 
so as to place the bridge on a straight line. 
Tho rection of the iron bridge would re- 
quire tho extra time specified, and as it 
would be a great advantage to the road, the 
matter will, we trust, be carefully consider- 
ed by the Council. The contractors say, 
however, that they are determined to earn 
the bonus, and that if the Council refuse to 
accept their proposition they will proceed

THE LETELLIER MATTER.

THE ¥ISHERY AWARD 

In reply to a question of Mr. Yeo, from 
Prince Edward Teland, Sir John Macdonald 
Announced that no portion of the award of 
the Fishery Commission had been set aside 
for any particular Province. Newfoundland 
has of course got her proper share of the 
award, but it is not likely that any satis- 
factory basis of settlement could bearrived at 
for a division of the award among the other 
Provinces, and therefore unlikely that any 
such division will be made. Whatever else 
may be done for the Provinces in consequence 
of the award a division of the money is the 
least likely thing that will happen, It ma: 
not be amiss to suggest that asthe Ameri- 
cans seem, in omashe naxcotee determined to 
abrogate the treaty, by notice at the proper 
time, the interest of the whole sum may be 
required to put in force our Jaws against en- 
croachments, and to establieh an efficient 
force for the protection of the fishing grounds. 
In view of that fact the demands from the 
Maritime Provinces, if any are made, may be 
withdrawn, as their interests are deeply in- 
volved in the efficient protection of the 
fisheries in the absence of any treaty. 

THE HANSARD, 


The Mail's Ottawa correspondent says ; 
Mr. Bowell’s explanations concerning the 
Hansard this afternoon produced a con- 
siderable quantity of Opposition opinion. 
Mr. Ross, of Middlesex, spoke in a tone of 
injured and innocent reproachfulness, as if 
he had tendered for the cgptract ond had 
hoor dicappoluwd, ‘olton explained 
the technicalities in “order” which the 
Government had violated. When it was 
proposed that Garibaldi should marry a 
London widow with money, somebody sug- 
gested that he had a wife living, and some- 
body else said, ‘‘ Oh, Mr. Gladstone will 
explain heraway.” Mr. Holton attempted 
to explain away the reporters and the con- 
tractors tog. Mr. Mills, of Bothwell, like 
the German historians who began with 
Adam, went back to first principles and 
the very beginning of the constitution in 
1867 for arguments against a Hansard, 
Mr, Anglin again came forward as the 
champion of the ‘‘respect due to the 
House.” Mr, Huntington insulted by in- 
ference all the members of the late and 
present Parliament by saying that the 
Hansa d induced a great many members to 
talk who should not talk at all, and whom 
it was tiresome to listen to, Mr, Pitt had 
some regard for the country members, for 
he used to translatehis Latin quotations for 
their benefit. But Mr. Huntington would 
not even let them speak, no not even on so 
interesting a subject as copper pyrites. 
The whole discussion was a trifle Pick- 
wickian from the Opposition side, inasmuch 
as nearly all who spoke on the question had 
previously supported the Hansard under 
conditions far less favorable than those now 
offered.

The debate on tle Hansard was chiefly 
remarkable for being the occasion of Mr, 
Tom White's debut in Parliament. Mr, 
White discussed the Hansard question in a 
tFuly practical fashion, showing how almost 
impossible it was for daily newspapers to 
give always satisfactory reports by tele- 
graph, and urging the necessity of a Han- 
sard, He defended the reporters from the 
charge of garbling their reports, and point- 
edout that when condensation became 
necessary, it was impossible always to tell 
what points a speaker considered of most 
force. He spoke for about twonty minutes 
in a very effective and thoroughly Parlia- 
mentary fashion, and the godd feeling of 
the House towards him was manifested at 
tho clowo by a round of applause,

Tuonspay, Feb. 
A discussion aroso this afternoon involving 
tho rales of Parliament with rogard to private 
bills. Mr, Schultz had introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the incorporation of a company to 
build a railway westward from Selkirk. Mr. 
Rykert had also introduced a bill providing 
for the incorporation of a company for the 
purpose of building a railway westward from 
Vinnipeg. Mr, Shultz objected to tho report 
of the Committee on Private Bills, which re- 
commended the reception of the latter bill. 
It-waa alleged by Mr. Shultz that tho rales of 
Parliament in the matter of notice had not 
been complied with by the parties to the bill 
favored by Mr. Rykert, Mr, Rykert con: 
tended that his bill had all the rights which a 
proper interpretation of the spirit ot tho law 
of Parliament could give it. Hon. Mr, Robin- 
son, as Chairman of the Committoo on Private 
Rill;, supported the recommendation of the 
Committee, and on Sir John Macdonald's ro- 
commendation, thu bill as reported by the 
Committee was received and read a frat 
time. 
he firat debate of the session arose on tho 
motion on Mr. Christio, providing that Post- 
masters shall bé permitted to close their of 
fices on Sundays, Mr. Hector Cameron point- 
ed out, there was a marked inconsistency in 
the terms of the motion, for, while it profess- 
ed to aim at uniformity, it yet provided that 
the observance of the Sabbath should, as Mfr, 
Christie himself interpreted it, be left Jargely 
to the disoretion of individual postmasrera, 
Hon, Mr. McDougall, of Halton, objected in 
foto to a discussion by the House of questions 
concerning the observance of the Sabbath, as 
being things not necessarily included in the 
jurisdiction of the Fedoral Parliament, Mr. 
Naarerid offering to close the post offices io 
his (Mr, ©,’s) district on all Sunilays. But 
Mr. Christio did not view this proposition 
with favor, ‘he Postmaster-General ox- 
plained that in many parts of Quebec Sunda;

he thought the Committee might be able to 
get some additional facts to lay before the 
House. 

Mr. Merepiru complained that the Goy- 
ernment had been triflingwith this question 
of exemptions, A very deep interest was 
taken in this matter by the public general- 
ly, and now the Government brought down 
a resolution near the close of the session 
when it will be utterly impossible to do 
anything with the subject before the proro- 
gation. He felt satistiod that if it had not 
been for the motion placed on the paper by 
the hon, member for West Toronto the 
Government would not have touched the 
subject at all. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Mowar contended that thera was no 
genoral wiotr on the part of the public to 
take action on this subject outside the 
cities of Toronto and London, and ho might 
say that it was a most difficult question to 
deal with, and he felt certain that no legis- 
lation which could be effected would give 
satisfaction to the people. 

Messrs, Bett and Lauper pointed out 
that there is agitation on the subject in the 
country, as evidenced by petitions from Ot- 
tawa, Brantford, Belleville, Hamilton, St. 
Catharines and other places, and condemn- 
ed the Government for their pusillanimous 
conduct in relation to the matter, 

The motion was carried. 

A number of measures were passed, and 
others were advanced a stage. 

A long discussion, in Committee of Sup- 
ply, arose on the subject of the Agricultu- 
ral College. 

Mr. Merepira protested against the way 
in which the accounts of this institution 
were managed. Apart from being uncon- 
stitutional, it was highly improper to man- 
age a public institution inthe way in which 
this college is managed, and he might say 
that he had not said a word against the col- 
lege, but against its tinancial management. 
(Hear, hear.) 5 
Dr. Bourrer believed that the criticism 
from the Opposition stimulated the Govern- 
ment in the management of this institution; 
and on the whole he thought that it is man- 
aged better now than heretofore; and if 
hon. members of the House could make a 
suggestion that would tend to improve the 
management of the school, the time of the 
House was not wasted. 


Mr, Roseyear had observed from the 
discussion that if it were not for the Oppo- 
sition the Government would have very 
little to do ; and he observed from the re- 
port which he held in his hand that they 
might practice more economy at this model 
farm. He said that they had nine horses 
and oply sixsets of harness. (Lanuyhter), 
They had also two separators while one 
ought to be sufficient; also two thrashing 
machines; but in his opinion one could do 
all the work, Now his experience was this, 
that if things were not used ona farm they 
would he thrown aside and lost. He did not 
know whether every boy at the school had 
& wheelbarrow, but he supposed the treas- 
urer could tell. (Laughter). Well he might 
say that ho was willing togive the farm a 
longer trial, and when he came back—and 
he supposed he would—he would vote to 
soll it and got rid of the wholo pack. 
(Laughter). When ho was up thero he saw 
some stock, and he saw an animal that, it 
was said, cost $700, but to tell tho truth, if 
the animal was in this neighborhood it 
would not bring $25. (Laughter). But per- 
haps there was roore in the brute than he 
could discover. (Loud laughter). 

Tho item was passed, 

Tho House adjourned after several other 
items had been passed.

Dominion Parliament, 
FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION. 


Fatpay, Feb. 28, 

Sir Joux Macpoxaup introduced a Bill to 
amend and consolidate as amended the several 
enactments respecting the North-West Mount- 
ed Police. 

Hon, Mr, Bowett moved that this House do 
approve of the contract for the reporting and 
printing, etc., of the debates of this House 
during the present session, which has been 
laid upon tho table of this House. He said a 
fow week ago tenders for tho official reportin, 
of the debates for this session were invited, 
At the last session of Parliament $15,000 were 
voted for this purpose, theroly confirming the 
principle of continuing the official Toporting, 
and believing it to be the wish of the House 
to continue the reports, the Government took 
tho responsibility of asking for tenders and 
entering into contracts, subject to the ap- 
proyal of the House, A number of tenders 
were received. One by Mr, Gibbens for the 
whole service was withdrawn, and Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s, the next tender for the whole ser- 
vico, at $11,841, was accepted, and was $1,573 
lower than the next following. By taking 
separate tenders for reporting, binding, ete., 
a lower amount for the work could be obtain- 
od, but considering tho difficulty which was 
presented during the last few years in having 
the service performed by threo or four differ- 
ont persons, it was in the best interest of the 
service and the House to give the tender for 
the whole work to one person. A security of 

2,000, besides a reserve, had been exacted 
from the coutractor,

FOURTH SESSION —THIRO. PARLIAMENT. 


Fripay, Feb, 28, 

Anumber of Bills were read a third time 
and passed, including the Government mea- 
sures to extend the powers of (as Cow panies, 
and to authorize investments in municipal 
debentures issued in aid of stone and timber 
drainage. 

In reply to a yuestion from Mr, Bell, the 
Attorney-General annonnced that it was not 
the intention of the Goverament to introduce 
& measure this session for the abolition of ex- 
emptions from municipal assessment, and 
that a Committeo had been appointed to take 
evidence on the subject, with power to send 
for persons and papers. 

Mr, W111 moved fora Committee to en- 
wire into the claims of the heirs of the late 
ohn O’Carroll, of Belleville, for losses incurr- 

ed by him in the Rebellion of 1837-8, He 
stated that the late John O’Carrol! was a store- 
keeper in Belleville in 1837 and 1838, during 
which time his store was sacked several times. 
He died in 1842, leaving no administrator of 
his estate. In 1846 a Commission was ap- 
pointed to look into the Rebellion Lossea, bat 


ferred to the inefficiency of the present sys- 
tem of reporting the debates, 


Mr. Hovron stated that the House last 
acssion supported a motion which had the ef- 
fect of discontinuing the official reporting. In

Sir Jon MAcponavp said the vote unfavor- 
able to the Hansard was taken at a time when 
eighty-five members of Parliament were 
absent, That vote was simply an noe 
by an expiring Parliament that the debates of 
a future Parliament should not be reported, 
and such a vote could not have an extraordin» 
ary degree of weight. But independently of 
that, no binding contract had yet been enter- 
ed into. A provisional contract only had 
been made, and if the House did not sce fit to 
ratify it, no report would be prepared, and 
the members of tho Government woul’ have 
to pay the contractor out of their own pockets 
for the work already done, ‘The complexion 
of the Houso had greatly changed since the 
last Parliament, and no doubt the general 
opinion was that everything done by the 

‘couse should be reported and made known to 
the country. 

Mr. Mrutsaséerted that the Hansard reports 
are inefficient, and expressed the opinion that 
the Hansard contractor shoul not supply 
party newspapers with reports, as is now be- 
ing done. 

Mr. Anowis charged the Government with 
having unnecessarity delayed the discussion 
on the question, aud paid that it should have 
been considered even before the Address. 

Tho Minister of Public Works made a gen- 
eral defence of the Government's action in 
calling for tenders and awarding the contract. 

Mr. Huxrincron then referred to the evils 
encouraged by the publication of Hansard 
reports, and said that the House frequently 
was bored with three-hour speeches that never 
would have been delivered wero there no Han- 
sard reports. 

Mr. Casry briefly condemned the Govern- 
ment’s. irregular procedure in regard to the 
contract. 

After some complaint by several French 
members that the whole of the Hansard was 
not translated into French, 

“Mr, Wurre (Cardwell) said that newspapers 
could not afford sufliciont space to report the 
proceedings fully. Tho average space daily 
prcesary would bo 24 columns, and nothing 
likea full account could be furnished by the 
press.

This latter chargo was 
the agreement to pay Hurd $1,000 to speak 
at mectings on behalf of the respondent, 
and as tho remarks of the Judgo thoreupon 
aro of much importance we quote a portion 
of thom. After quoting the clauses of the 
statute relative to bribery (sec. 92 Dominion 
Elections Act of 1874) his Lordship said: 


It will bo thus seen that the bribery of in- 
fluence is detined in the same way, by the Wik 
samo words as the bribery of voters, and it fol- 
lows that the law applicable to the one is equally 
applicable to the other. Of the two modes, 
bribery of and bribery 
latter is the more effectual a more per- 
nicious, Itisthe more effectual, because tho 
briber of the voter cannot, by reason of the bal- 
lot, know whether the voter had carried out the 
compact,but the briber of thi fluences sees and. 
knows whether the influence bribed has been ex~ 
erted, It ia the more pernicious because its ef- 
fects are more extensive—the briber of the voter 
gots that voto alone, the briber of the fafluence 
gots almost as a matter of course the vote of tho 
person whose influence is bribed and also tho 
votes of all those affected by his influence. The 
evidence 'n this case affords an illustration of 
this, if such were wanted. Luther Hurd swore 
that he supported tho respondent through his 
father’s influence, because he thought his father 
was going to be benefitted by it. It also Sppears 
that the benefit to be derived by the father-in- 
law Hurd was placed before the son-in law 
Neville,as an inducement for him to support the 
respondent. 

The amount promised, whether it be large or 
small, makes no difference in the offence : it is 
as much bribery if one dollar is promised as it 
would bo if a thousand were,

in law between these proposals ; if the one isil- 
legal so iathe- other. Tho former has been deter- 
mined to be bribery in the House of Lords, in 
Cooper y. Slade; the reasoning and result of that 
case apply with aqua force to the latter, and the 
latter must be bribery too. 

The payment of orators was likened in the 
angument to the payment of canvassers, and it 
was contended that payment of canvassers was 
legal in Canada be -ause it was legalin England ; 
but this by no means follows. In England coun- 
sel are retained, attorneys and solicitors are em- 
ployed, agents, canvassers, messengers, and 
waichers are hired, committees are furnished 
with refreshments, and enough money is spent 
‘in this and similar ways at an clection there to 
corrupt and demoralize any constituency here if 
spent in @ like manner. e

not illegal, and to the Argyleah re elec- 
tion but the other day, reported to have cost 
£16,000 atorlinc- {asks 
"Theso expenditures for the purposes I. have 
above referred to have been heldin England to 
be authorized under the terms of the proviso ap- 
ended tu the enactment against bribery in the 
Rtaniei 1 Act:—‘*Provided always that the 
aforesaid onactment shall not extend or be con- 
strue! to extend to any money paid or agreed to 
be paid for or on account of any legal expenses 
bona fide incurred at or concerning any election.” 
And it has been there held that out for this pro- 
viso the payment of canyassers would be illegal. 
The framers of our Act, no doubt with the view 
of preventing such enormous expenditure as hyd 
been held in England to be legal under the terms 
of the proviso in the Imperial Act, discarded 
that Previa and adopted the following :—‘Pro 
vided always that the actual personal expenses 
of any candidate, his expenses for actual pro- 
fessional services perfornied, and bona side pay- 
ments for the fair cost of printing and advertis- 
ing, shall be held to be expenses lawfully in- 
curred, and the payment thereof shall not be a 
contravention of this Act »” and in order that 
no illegal payments should creep in under the 
words ‘‘personal expenses” they were careful to 
define them by providing that “the words ‘per- 
sonal expenses’ a4 used in this Act with respect 
to the expenditure of any candidate in relation 
to the election, shall include the reasonable 
travelling expenses of such candidate, and the 
reasonable expenses of his living at hotels or 
elsewhere for the purpose of and in relation to 
such election.” 


It will thus be seen how much more limited 
the expenditure must be under this proviso than 
under that in the Imperial Act. 

It may be that this proviso in our Act does not 
cover every expermdlituro that may legally be 
made, but if any expenditure made outside of 
that permitted by the proviso should happen to 
be covered by the express words of the clauses 
relating to eae such expenditure will inevi- 
tably amount to bribery. 

‘The hiring of orators and of canvassers isin my 
opinion outside of what is permitted hy the pro- 
viso, and is within the very words of sub-section 
3, and is therefore bribery, 

Tam told that such hiring has been permitted 
as legal in other Provinces. The decisions in 
other Provinces do not bind me, and as in my 
opinion it is illegal, I shall hold to that opinion 
until a Court whose authority lam bound to 
submit to shall determine that the law may be 
violated in this way, and that bribery may as-

A NEW CONVENTION TO BE CALLED 


[From our Own Reporter, } 

According to previous announcement a largo 
and influential mooting of delogates took placo 
in tho Village of Madoc on aturday last, for 
the, purpose of solosting a candidate in [tho 
Conservative interest at the ensuing election 
to the Looal Legislature. 

J. E. Ketchoson, Eaq., Provident of the 
Liberal Conservative Association of North 
Hastings, presided as Chairman, and J. B, 
Mortow, Esq., as Secretary pro fem. 

After some remarks by tho Chairman in 
reference to the manner in which tho meoting 
had beon called without his knowledge, tho 
Wardeo, T, P, Pearco, Exq., addressed the 
mecting, and explained tho nature of the | 
caucus meeting in Belleville, at which it was 
dovided to hold this Convention, and stated 
that it was similar to the proceedings takon bo- 
fore the late Dominion election. The meeting 
was lately attended, some thirty or forty 
being present, and he considered it a repro. 
sentative one, as there were gentlemen present 
from every municipality in the North Riding. 
The mooting was organized by appointing Mr. 
Emo as Chairman, and himself as Secretary. 
At that time he was not aware that there was 
a County Association, and such officers as Mr, 
Ketcheson as President, and Mr, Rose, Secre- 
tary, or ho would not have taken such action: 

Ho was followed by Messrs. Emo, Cook and 
Dr. Boulter, M. P P., the latter of whom 
said that the object of the meeting was to 
select a candidate in the Conservative inter- 
est. He had refrained from raying that ho 
was a candidate until he knew tho result of 
this meeting, and that he would gladly sup- 
port whoever was the nominee of the party. 
As there appeared to be some dissatisfaction 
with the way the meeting had been called, he 
thought it would be better to adjourn to some 
future day, to mect again on the call of the 
President, when legally appointed delegates 
could mect and solect a candidate. He then 
referred at some length to his action in tho 
House on tho Belleville and North Hastings 
Railway Bil, the grants to Colonization 
Roads, etc., and also oxplained his position 
in reference to the Hastings Mutual Insurance 
Company, 

Messrs. Jas. Haggerty, John Robertson, 
J.N. Moore, A.B, Rots and others addressed 
the meeting. 

As the general feeling appeared to be that 
the meeting had been called irregularly, a re 
solution was proposed by Mr. Haggerty, sec- 
onded by Mr. Cook,to the eflect that as mect- 
ings had been called in several municipalities 
to appoint delegates to meet in convention 
in Madoc, to select a candidate to contest the

It is added that a five 
per cent. duty on raw materials, which are 
now free, and cannot at present be produ- 
ced here, will add 2} per cont. to the cost 
of our manufactures, as raw material is 
50 per cent. of said cost. Their recommen- 
dation, therefore, is for a protection of 274 
per cent. Kindred manufacturers generally 
agree with these recommendations.

SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


INTERESTING ADDRESSES ON CHEESE MAKING. 


| CONTINUED. 


At the mooting in tho afternoon there 


\'tha morning, 

Tho following is a synopsis of Professor 
Wethorall’s address :— 

Prof, Wernerae, agricultural oditor 
on the American Weekly Traveller, publish- 
ed at Boston, gave an address this after- 
noon on the subject, “ alties in farm- 
ing.” Ho began by say his subject gave 
hia considerable latitude of remark and 
discussion. The Association he had the 
honor of addressing was founded on a 
speciality in farming, and wisely so he 
thought; for dairy farming was manifestly 
one of the great leading departments of 
industrial production in Ontario, whether 
eastern or wostern, He made no attack on 
the diversified industry of a country or 
nation, but, on the other hand, commend- 
ed it as an essential national independence; 
but becauso of this no ona thought of ap- 
plying the doctrine to every farmer in 
Ontario, but rather that they should ‘find 
what their farm was best adapted to pro- 
duce, and then devote themselves. persis- 
tently to the study of tho economical way 
of producing a special crop—bo it wheat, 
milk, butter, cheese, beef, wood, mutton, 
pork, poultry, or lumber, Ho then refor- 
rod to the depressed state of agriculture in 
Great Britain, chargeable, he said, un- 
undoubtedly in part at least, to 
the large imports of wheat, beef, 
dairy products, ete, from Canada and 
tho United States. Labor had 
risen in the old country Within the 
last twenty years from 20 to 40 ‘per cent., 
and farmers complained that while 
they paid more they got less work 
doné now than formerly. All expenses had 
increased, while profits had diminished. 
He said that if they turned to dairy farm- 
ing,it was found that within five years good 
cheese had gone down from 80 shillings per 
ewt. for the season to 55 shillings, Five 
years ago farm dairies sold for 76 shillings, 
now for 50 shillings. Cheese that'then sold 
for 60 shillings now sells for 86 shillings. 
Dairy farmers were turning their attention 
to butter making and grazing, yet both 
butter and stock had fallen in. pricey owing 
to heavy importations from both Canada 
and the States. Whe importation of wheat 


had been large from both Canada and the 
States. The surplus of both these countries 
was considerable. The large importations 
of beef from this continent had a tendency 
to depress stock breeding, grazing, and 
bect making. Poultry, eggs, hay, and 
sttaw,werealsoimported into Great Britain. 
Ho said that the average production of 
wheat in Great Britain was 294 bushels por 
acre, and that of the United States was set 


down at 124 bushels per acre. It was o 


question in-England how the United States 
and Canada could atford to export wheat at 
the low prices that have prevaildd during 


the past years. British farmers say they 
corld not afford to grow at the” prices paid 
our growers if their lands were rent free. 


Britonsay that capital invested in farming 
pays only from 2) to4 per cent. Hence 
to talk about lowering rents is what 
they are unwilling to think of. What 
shall be done to remove this acknowledged 
depression of agriculture in tho United 
Kingdom is a subject just now exciting 
much interest among all thoso who 
are engaged in agriculture. Oanadian 
farmers were largely engaged in dairy hus- 
bandry, ‘especially so in Ontario. Tho 
Canadian farmer claims that he has an 
advantage over the farmer in the States in 
having a shorter route to the English mar- 
ket. Thus the Dominion farmers were 
sharp competitors of the farmers in the 
States in the markets of Britain. The pro- 
ducts of both countries that find their 
markets in Great Britain were the same, 
As regards beef-making, both in the States 
and in Canada too little attention was paid 
to breeds and breeding of cattle for grazing 
and feeding for beef for the home market 
and the foreign demand. More attention 
must be paid with reference to using good 
bulls for producing grade animals for the 
shambles, Where cheese-making was the 
speciality, asin Ontario, good, better best 
must be the standard of all who aro prose- 
cuting this special branch of industry. He 
illustrated this doctrine by referring to 
many departments of farm industry, show- 
ing that farmers who would make money 
by their business must havo specialities, 
whatever that department of industry 
might be that he selected, Ho said tho 
notion that ‘‘a farmer cannot haye too 
many irons in the fire” is a heresy in agri- 
culture. Learn todo well whatever you 
attempt to-doyand you'll find, if wisely 
selected, (your profit and advantage in it. 
No farmers)make money in their business 
that have not devoted themselves to spec- 
ialities in farming. This doctrine will be 
found true here and everywhere in the 
iudustries of man. 


Th answer to a question by Mr. Ayre, of 
Montreal, the Professor said that it was a 
secret which mony would like to find out, 
how the high prices coull be obtained for 
supericr produce as he mentioned. In 
Boston and vicinity the plan adopted was 
to solicit patronage from the hotels and 
large places” of business. Oleomargarine 
had taken the place of butter to such an 
extent that the people were rebelling 
against butter unless of a superior quality. 
In answer to enquiries by other gentlemen 
the Professor was of opinion that timothy 
was bottor feed on which to raiso butter 
than clover. Oorn stalks also furnished 
good mills, if well cured. Corn meal was 
preferable to shorts. It did not develope 
acid as was said by one of the members, 


Mr. K. Gnawa after much experiment, 
experience, and study of the matter had 
found that good clover hay, pea-meal, and 
bran gave on anaverage moro milk than 
any other feed ho was aware of. 

Dr, Huvsunr said he fod his cattle corn 
stalks and bran, from tho latter of which 
he received much satisfaction as a winter 
feed, 

Mr. Ayn, (Montreal,) was then called 
upon by the President, and gave a vory in- 
teresting address. Heo thought that the 
butter manufacturo had roached such o 
atago that it would imattor vory little 
whethor'tho duty on the same wore increas- 
ed or decreased. Mr. Ayro then pointed 
out some incorrectnoss in the Govorument- 
al and Board of Trade statistics as to ox- 
ports and imports, ant doniod that our ox- 
portations and importations roached any- 
thing like the figures attributed to them. 

Prof. Bell confirmed the unreliability of 
tho returns. 

Mr. Graham did not seo how it was pos- 
sible for a pound of batter to loave Canada 
without being registered in tho Custom 
Houne.

Two minutes will be enough for this 
oxor: By this moans pure air will bo so- 
cured, and the pupils protected from any dan- 
gor of colds, 

4. Attend to habits, Saporvise the drinking 
&o. of pupils, In many schools, the manner 
in which pupils drink is disgusting. 

5. “Do not omit to cultivate manners, A 
teacher who does nothing in the way of culti- 
vating the intellect but thoroughly cultivates 
manners, i8 preferable to one who cultivates 
intellect only, to tho exclusion of the oultiva- 
tion of manners,

The eighth section, which provides for 
the insertion of the Post Office address of 
cach voter, s00ms almost as useful as a fifth 
wheel to a coach, as it simply entails a great 
deal of trouble upon the Municipal Clerks 
in compelling thom to guess at tho Post 
Office addrosses of the yoters whose names 
are entored on their lists. Clerks may bo, 

~ aud doubtless genorally are, well acquainted 
with largo numbers of persons in the mu- 
nicipalities which thoy serve, but thoir 
knowledge can scarcely be so great as to fit 
them to carry out satisfactorily this provi- 
sion of Mr, Fraser's Act.

order-in-council approved by Parliament, 1t 
provides generally for selecting men to be ap- 
pointed by competition among such as have 
passed to previous examination in ordinary 
English or French branches ; that all first ap- 
pointments shall be to the lowest grade in the 
service, and all higher positions shall be filled 
by promotion or merit, except in the case of 
a few of the highost positions in each depart- 
ment, which are to be filled on the recom- 
mendation,of the responsible minister, All 
appointments to be provisional for one year, 
and enly confirmed when the nominee has 
proved his fitness for his position. It pro- 
vides in detail for tho manner of conducting 
examinations for appointments, and for the 
presentation to Parliament of full reports of 
all business done by the Boards. It provides 
the means of enforcing discipline in the ser- 
vice. The wholo is taken, with a few var- 
iations, from the system in force in England 
for 20 years past.

Secretary and Librarian. 

‘Tho subject of “spelling” was then taken 
up by Mr. Foller in o practical and instruc 
tive manner, Tho more important points 
touched upon in his easay were that spelling 
should be tanght by writing, being the 
memory of the eye, not the memory of the ear; 
that transcription exercises aro very useful ; 
that the correction of the orror by the pupil is 
of more importance than the detection. Mis- 
spelled words should be ro-written several 
times by eyery pupil. Every teacher should 
keep a blank book in which he should form 
lists of words frequently misspelled, On Fri- 
day afternoons Mr, Fuller would haye spelling 
matches, At those, however, the words 
should be written, as usual, on slates—the 
sido having the least number of errors being 
the victors. 

‘Tne President said that, in many schools, 
tho spelling of the pupils had deteriorated 
lately, ‘This was owing to the fact that oral 
spelling obtained to a greater extent than 
formerly. He feared that this aroso to 
some extent from indolence on the part of the 
teachors. Spelling exercises should alwags be 
written. 

Mr. Hughes, Public School Inspector, To- 
ronto, then discussed the subject of ‘* Map 
Sketching ” in a highly instructive and lucid 
manner. He said that ‘¢ It was not absolute- 
ly necessary in sketching a map to be accur- 
ato, better a rough aketch than none at all. 
Teach by «doing and by getting the pupils to 
do something. Require every pupil to sketch 
the map. Pupils in First Reader may point 
the names at first, afterwards write them. 
Toacher must see that the work is done by 
each, Reyiow by requiring pupils to draw 
the map of last lesson. In order to weld yes" 
terday’s lesson upon that of to-day make tho 
former red-hot by a lively review. A small 
box filled with sand would farnish profitable 
and delightfal employment, as then not only 
the outline, but also the profile could be 
shown, mountain ranges could be erected, 
river basins excavated, and islants &c, con. 
structed. In map drawing, as a rule, begin 
at the north, goaround by the east and south, 
and finish up on the west, Do not attempt 
to teach everything found on @ map. Ten 
cities. of Englond (for example) would be 
enangh-—In-drill. write. only the initial_letter 


tiie Fequired for drawing the map should not 


exceed one minute ; two or three minutos 
would suffice for teaching. Drill constantly, 


the majority of teachers fail for of drill. 
Use, and get the pupils to ui slate and 
blackboard constantly in teaching Geography, 


After a few pertinent remarks* by Mr. 
Mackintosh, Mr, ‘lait read an essay on tho 
teaching cf Etymology. This important sub- 
ject 18 much neglected in our schools, and we 
hope that thise who heard Mr, Tait’s remarks 
will in future do their duty in the matter, 


THURSDAY EVENING SESSION. 


A large number of the friends of education, 
in addition to the teachers attending the 
Convention, were present, 

Mr, Thompson read an able paper on ‘‘Some 
of the Hindrances to Effective Public School 
Teaching,” which was frequently applauded. 

Mr. Hughes, in a neat speech, complimented 
Mr. Thompson on the matter of the essay, 
and the manner of its delivery, and concluded 
by moving a vote of thanks to the easayist. 
This was seconded by Rev. Mr. Wishart in 
a few complimentary remarks, 

Mr. Mackintosh in rising to put the motion, 
reforred to tho careful and very able manner 
in which Mr. Thompson prepared his work for 
the Association, The motion was carried 
unanimously, 


Mr. Hughes then delighted the audience by 
reciting “The Parting of Douglas and Mar- 
mion.” To those who are acquainted with 
| Mr. Hughes, itis unnecessary to say that this 

lp’ of the proceedings was by no means the 
least instructive, 
Rey. Mr, Kenner then addressed tho meet- 
ing: urging teachers to mak» their profession 
a life wor’ He felt convinced that those 
gatherings benefit teachers, 
Rey. Mr. Wishart, in referring to tho 
advancement of education, stated that a 
trustees in a township not far distant from 
Madoc, had refused to employ a teacher on 
the plea that the teacher would instruct the 
children so that they would ‘be plagues 
home by their continually asking question: 
He hoped such persons were now becoming 
scarce, 

Tho Almighty, had written two books— 
the books of Nature and Kevolation, ana 
was writing another, the Book of Providence. 
Ho is shaping our educational course, Teach- 
org should be enthusiastic. Tho standard of 
education is higher here than in many States 
of the American Union. 
Mr. Hughes referred to tho fine building 
erected by the people of Madoc for schoo 
purposes, and the excellent appliancos at 
hand for toaching purposes. He thought 
that the groat evil of our system was that ho 
did not follow out nature's plan in our educa- 
tional practice, especially in primary grades, 
Ho thon urged teachors to cultivate their in- 
tellects, In his experience, aa soon as tho 
young were ready for bettor situations theso 
were placed in their way. If teachers wished 
to succeed or even to remain in the profession 
thoy must improve themselves. 

FRIDAY YORENOON SESSION. 

After the reading and adoption of the min- 
utes of the provious scssion, Mr, Kirk dis 
cussed in a very intelligent and ablo mannor 
the paper on Grammar set at the December 
Second Class Examination, 


Miss Ludlow read a woll written and prac: 
tical essay on ‘ Geography,” urging partiou- 
ularly that the blackboard should be con- 
atantly used, and maps constructed in the 
Presence of the pupils, that care should be 
taken to drill and review, as it ia not what is 
poured in, but what in assimilated that feeds 
the mind,

Theao points were dwelt upon at some 
length by Mr, Hughes, in an able and 
thoroughly practical manner. 

A question drawer containing a very largo 
number of questions was then opened, and ap- 
propriate answers given by Messrs, Mackin 
tosh and Hughes to as many of them as was 
possible in the time at their disposal. 

The following aro a fow of the questions 
answered :— 

(1) Would you recommend the changing of 
slates in correcting spelling exereisen? Yes, 
asarule; but not because of any doubt of 
the child’s henesty, but of his thoroughness 
in marking errors, arising from vory slight 
errors, words which are almost illegible, &c, 

(2) Would you abolish the regulation re- 
quiring pupils to walk on their tocs? 1 
would. Pupils should, when walking around 
the school rcom, walk on the front and out- 
side of the foot, but this must bo done with- 
out noise, Good teachers will accomplish 
this. 

(3) Which is tho best work on “How to 
Teach Reading?” Cowperthwaite’s edition of 
Monroo’s Manual now being published in the 
United States. 

(4) Do you think it advisable to prevent 
pupils playing in the school buildings at noon 
or intermission} As a rule pupils should go 
outside at intermission. At noon they may 
be allowed to speak but not to play, nor even 
to leave their seats without permission.

10, What are thu principal causes of fail- 
ure on the part of Teachers? Almost all the 
failures are caused by a want of intelligent 
comprehension of the aim and object of educa- 
tion, by a lack of enthusiastic interest on the 

art of teachers in their work, and by insuf- 

icient preparation for it--Those teachers who 
neglect to prepare thoroughly each lesson, as 
to mode and method of teaching, soon, like 
rabbits, fall into a groove—become mere 
achool-keepers and salary takers, 


The questions asked were all indicative of a 
desire on the part of the teachers to learn, 
and wo are sorry that time did not allow of 
all being answered. 

To Mr. Hughes, the Association owes much 
of the success of the Convention. His services 
have been valuable in the best sense, and we 
shall be much disappointed, if the results of 
tho instruction given be not ere long noticed 
in our schools,

not to excood $2,000 a year ; this aalary, ns 
woll as the other expenses of inspection, to be 
mot, not out of the funds of the Province, 
bat by means of an assessment pro yata upon 
the gross premiums received by the various 
companies during tho preceding year, Tho 
inspector will in the execution of his daty, 
be required to visit the head office of each 
company, including matual companids, at 
leastonco in cach year, and report their 
condition to the Provincial Treasurer, and 
if it appears to the latter that any company 
is unable to carry on ita business with aafety 
to tho insurers, ita liconso may, after 
duo investigation, be cancelled by Order in 
Council. Tho inspector is employed by the 
Bill to oxamine the officers of any company 
undor oath, and to have access to all its 
hooks, and ho is himself required to have no 
interest as a sharcholder directly or indirectly 
in any company doing business in the Pro-

INTERESTING ADDRESSES ON CHEESE MAKING, 


CONTINUED. 

Dr, Hulburt next took tho floor. He 

ayo vory satisfactory and clear statistics of 
imports into England (in valao and _guan- 
tity) during tho yeara 1863, 1870, 1876 and 
1877, to show that the butter and cheese 
trade wore very encouraging, Our market 
no doubt, for a long time, would be Eng 
lond, as the United States produced sufti- 
ciont for themselves. Tho statistics show 
an enormous increase in the quantity of 
those articles introduced into England dar- 
ing the past fifteen years. Dr. Hulbort 
strongly favored the growth of beets for 
the manufacture of beet-root sugar, point- 
ingout tho great advantages to tho soil 
which this industry had given to France, 
and the great prosperity which attended 
the manufacture of beot-root sugar thore, 

Mr. Ed. A. Barnard (Governmont 
Director of Agriculture, Quebec), was 
noxt introduced, and read a paper ontitl- 
ed, ‘* Dairy interests’ of Canada, What 
they are and what they should be.” After 
saying that tho last season was most dis- 
astrous to dairymenin Canada, and that 
the English market, which vsually ox- 
hausted our surplia produce, was at pre- 
sent overstocked with inferior grades, 
though superior qualities command fair 
prices. Our butter during the last season 
brought in England on tho average 60 shil- 
lings sterling, per 100 weight below foreign 
butter. Good butter in Canada was the 
exception—indiflerent and bad the rule. 
Not long ago some of our butter found its 
way into Cape Breton, but it wasfound #0 
bad that tho ‘‘ Blue-noses” would have 
nothing to do with it. (Laughter.) Mr, 
Barnard then quoted figures “from the 
“Trade and Navigation Returns for 
1877-8,"'to show that by bad management 
we annually import for home consumption 
millions of dollars worth of the article, all 
of which could be sufficiently raised, pro- 
duce or manufacturedd here, “Mr. Barnard 
concluded his yery able address by, urging 
moro attention to home production in the 
matter mentioned, and suggesting the ad- 
visability of the Government securing the 
services of a superior practical butter and 
cheese maker to visit the provincial districts 
in the country, and give practical informa- 
tion to those engaged in the dairy industry. 
A short discussion on the above paper 
then ensued, in which Dr, Hulbort, Mr. 
Ayre, and Prof. Wetherell took part, 

EVENING SESSION, 

The convention resumed business at 8 
o'clock, the President in the chair. 
Professor Arnold continued his oxplana- 
tions on the cheese and butter questions 
put by members. 
The meeting adjourned at 11 o'clock, 
until 10 o'clock next morning. 
Mr, E. Chadwick, of Ingersoll, read a 
paper on ‘‘ The Cow and the Grass,” The 
introductory referred to the necessity of 
farming, as it was the farmer who furnish- 
ede staff of life for all mankind, and it 
stated that in the ranks of the agricultural- 
ists of all ages were to be found some of 
the noblest and best of earth’s people. He 
saidthat to watch the budding fruit through 
the circles of the seasons ; to reap tho rip- 
ened grain ; to gather the varied fruits ; to 
watch the increase of flocks and herds, 
wero the elevating, healthful and natural 
pleasures of the human race. The arts 
and sciences had been made tributary to 
the success of the farmer. Improved ma- 
chinery had rendered the labors less ardu- 


ous ; chemistry had revealed the constitu- 
ents of the soil and the grains, thus show- 
ing the peculiar adaption of one to the 
other. Gareful experiments had improved 
their quality and productiveness, had 
pointed out their defects and so enabled 
the husbandman to overcome th iving 
him a greater interest in his tion. 
Yet, with all these advantages success only 
awaited him who faithfully and thoroughly 
attended to every duty, as old mother 
earth, though bountiful and generous to 
the diligent, was a most uncompromising 
enemy of the negligent sluggard. He 
pointed out the necessity of good husband- 
ry, aa ombraced in the ploughing, the seed- 
ing and keeping of weeds under, in order 
that excellent crops might be secured. 
Tho great ided in agriculture as well as in 
any other pursuit was to limit the cost 
of production and inorease the aggre- 


gate returns, Steck should be well 
looked after and generously cared 
for, It paid to take care of milch cows ; 


and in regard to this he gave clear illustra- 
tions, showing that attention should be 
paid to the raising of stock of good breed. 
Superior stock always brought good prices, 
while poor stock invariably brought poor 
prices, and cost just as much to keep them, 
He said that with better dairy stock better 
results would bo obtained iu eyery way. 
Animals should always be treated kindly, 
as fear of a person always created a certain 
excitement amongst dumb brutes which 
proved injurious to their prosperity. 
Quietness and ease, aside from plenty of 
food and water, seemed to be.essential to 
an{animal’s prosperity and productiveness. 
He alluded to tho various breeds of animals 
which had been imported from Great Bri- 
tain, and showed what a large gain would 
be effected if the best stock were kept for 
dairy purposes. . He spoke of grass and its 
results as one of the greatost articles in the 
economy.of nature, serving as food for 
auimals.and carpeting the earth with a 
covering of beauty, healthful to the hu- 
man race. He said.that it was estimated 
that one-sixth of the plants which grow 
upon the face of the earth belonged to the 
family of grasses. He reviewed farming in 
England and France, and showed the beno- 
fits of agricultural instruction in schools, 
feeling that the Government was doing a 
good work with its colloges. 

The Covention resumed business at 3, 
Prof. Arnold delivered a short address on 
the proper manner in which to conduct a 
Gairy exhibition, He advocated that the 
exhibited goods, though he would not 
favor their exhibition to the public gener- 
ally, should be thrown open to the inspec- 
tion of manufacturers instead of being con- 
fined to’ judges ‘solely, as in the past. 
| There would be very little use he thought 
in holding a fair unless practical informa- 
tion were derived therefrom for the benefit 
of those most interested. 

Mr. Fraser was thon called upon. Ho 
responded in a short address, defending the 
character of Canadian salt against many at 
tacks which had beon made of late against 
it in newspapers. Ho read a chemical 
analysis lately mado by Storry Hunt, the 
great chemist, of eloven different packages 
of Oanadian salt, Tho analysis showed tho 
lattor to be more froe, comparatively, from 
impurity than elthor American or English 
salt, 

On motion of Mr. Morgan a committoo 
was appointed to draft an addross, and 
pr sont the samo to His Excolloncy, on be- 
half of the association. The committeo ia 
composed of Senator Skead and Mosars, 
Christie, Reesor, Read, Bowell, Macphor-

be deprived of his vote owing to lack of care 
or of knowledge. In fact, wo think that if 
aman chooses to mark his ballot so as to 
render his identification possible, he should 
not forfeit his right to this suffrage on that 
account, at least under a semi-secret system 
such as that which is in yogue in Ontario, 
_Any marks upon the ballot paper made or 
omitted to bo mado by tho returning officer 
shall not yoid a ballot. The system of num- 
bering the ballots is still continued, which 
is very much to be regretted, as the present 
aystom, which was confessedly tried as an 
experiment, has not answered its purpose 
nearly #0 well as the wholly secret system 
under which the Dominion elections are 
conducted. It is much moro expensive than 
open voting, and in in reality no more secrot. 
» Mr. Mowat had an oxcellent opportunity to 
make tho desired change, but he has failed 
to avail himself of it, consequently his party 
cannot complain, should the measure pass 
in its present shape, if they are held respon- 
sible for failing to satisfy the popular wish 
in this regard. Tho system of issuing for- 
mal proclamations at various times during

On motion of Speaker 
Blanchet, seconded -by-Mry-Kirkpatriok, a 
vote of thanks was passed to His Excel- 
lency for becoming patron, to which His 
Excellency replied by alluding to the visits 
he had made to the camp at Wimbledon, 
and impressed upon the team the necessity 
of practising together before going to Eng- 
land, He was greatly pleased that the 
grant was to be continued, as it was an im- 
portant clement in cementing together 
Great Britain and the Colonies. His Excel- 
lency then left, after which the annual re- 
port was discussed, Col. Gzowski was re- 
elected President. The members of the 
council were also elected. Very few 
changes were made. 


Tue New Bisnor oy Toronto.—The Globe 
gives tho following biographical sketch of the 
newly chosen Bishop of Toronto :—‘* The Ven- 
erable Archdeacon Sweatnam, M. A., was born 
in London, England, and graduated at Christ's 
College, Cambridge, receiving the degree of 
M.A. in 1862. For the noxt three years he 
occupied several distinguished positions in 
English educational institutions, chiefly at 
Islington, and in 1865 was invited by his 
Vordship Bishop Hellmuth, then Dean of Hu- 
ron, to the responsiblo position of Head Mas- 
ter of Hellmuth Boys’ College, which he filled 
with great ability and success. After sever- 
ing his connection with that institution, he 
held for some timo the position of Mathemat- 
ical Master of Upper Canada College. In 1872 
he received a call from the tishop of Huron 
to the revtorship of Grace Church, Brantford, 
and this position he filled for. two.years-with 
much acceptance, He then returned to Lon- 
don, and was appointed Canon of the Catho- 
dral. Two yoars ago he was wolloited by the 
Bishop to take his prosont position as Assist- 
ant Minister, and acting Roctor of St. Paul's 
Church, Woodstock, and was appointed Arch- 
deacon of Brant. He has uniformly for many 
years past been appointed Clerical Secretary 
of the Synod, and was chosen to the important 
office of Secretary to tho bench of Bishops 
during the Provincial Synod.” Tho Toronto 
papers anticipate that Bishop Sweatnam will 
hold the scalex evenly between the two classes 
of Churchmen. He is a wan of fine scholarly 
attainments, and considerable experience in 
governing.

In this 
ond of the building Mr. Pegan was at 
work, and when he and his companion 
turned to escape they found themselves 
caged in, the fire sweeping towards them 
through the large opening in the partition, 
and retreat impossiblo, save through some 
of the windows, It could not have taken 
very many minutes to accomplish what 
thoy attempted. Both were strong and 
vigorous mep, Mr. Rodgers in the full 
pees of life, and Mr, Pegan, a hale, 

earty Scotchman, about 60 years old. The 
window was their only hope, and they 
amashed the inner window into fragments 
with their bare hands, and broke two panes 
of glass in the double window, the fasten- 
ings of which were also partially loosoned, 
A minute longer and they would have es- 
caped.

Result of the Hlection Protests. 


So far eight election cases have been de- 
cided in Oatario. Inthe North York, East 
Elgin and Prescott cases, where Liberal 
Conservativo moembora were petitioned 
against, the petitions havo all been dis- 
inissed; andthe “Prince Buna protest 
was withdrawn. In tho East Hastings case 
tho election was sot aside without costs, and 
Mr, White, the Liberal Conservative mem- 
ber, has been elected by a good majority, 
In the Niagara case the Grit member (Mr. 
Hughes) was unseated and disqualified, 
and in a few days his Liberal Conservative 
opponent, Mr. Plumb, will be given the 
seat. In the Norch Ontario case, the Grit 
momber (Mr. Wheler) has been unseated 
and disqualitied. While only in one case 
—thiat of South Ontario—has the Grit M. 
P. been sustained, and in the latter case 
the judgment has been appealed against.

“ Ruined by Protection.” 


Here is another instance of how the 

manvfacturing industries of the United 
States are being ruined hy Protection. The 
Philadelphia North American says :— 
“Tron reports from Pennsylvania are very 
encouraging. Thore hus been a general 
rise of $1.50 por ton during tho last two 
months, and an advance of 50 cents within 
awook. Tho demand has increased so 
much that producers say thoy could sell 
fivo tons for every ons now turned out. 
All of the mills aro crowded with orders. 
Moat of those manufacturing atool rails in 
the State hive sold their production for 
months ahead. Ono mill has had to de- 
cline nearly 200,000 tons during tholast fow 
days, although prices would have been sat- 
infactocy had it been able to execute the 
order, Such reports are only indicative of 
the prospects of tho iron and steel business 
throughout tho country. Tho hard times 
havo s0 far paared that enterprises requir- 
ing iron and steol, utterly impossible of ac- 
complishment two, threo and four years 
ago, aro entirely feasible now.”

This morning anumber of the Ontario 
members of Parliament met in consultation 
with prominent representatives from Nova 
Scotia, with regard to the eoal duties. Tho 
Pictou and Jape Breton mombors,with Me 
Dobson, who is interested in the Capo Bre- 
ton colleries, explained the position of the 
coal interests from their point of view, Mr. 
Rodgers, tho extensive coal dealer of To- 
ronto, waa present, and gave his views on 
the subject. He showed that the beat qual- 
ity of Nova Scotia coal could bo Inid down 
in Hamilton at $4.20 per ton. American 
coal is now deliyered in tho Western parts 
of Ontario at $3.50. A duty of 76 conts per 
ton in expected to turn the scale in favor of 
the Nova Scotia product, even at the out- 
sot of the National Policy. After the homo 
market is once secured to the Nova Scotia 
miners and a permanent trade established, 
it is expectod that the increased out-put of 
the Nova Scotia mines will enable the com- 
panios to reduce the price of coal and the 
permanent employment secured to colliers 
will reduce the freight so that af'an early 
day Nova Scotia coal will be sold even 
in the Western section of Ontario cheaper 
than United States coal is sold to-day. The 
Nova Scotians oxpressed themselves will- 
ing to accept, and the Ontario men willing 

to concede a duty of 75 cents per ton.

They will 
perhaps pardon being told what (among other 
things) they evidently do not know, that they 
have neither moral nor legal authority for 
their action. If Mr. Sangster’s literary at- 
tainments are sufficient, his morals unex- 
ceptionable, and his success in his vocation 
satisfactory, they have no more authority for 
the course they have pursucil than would their 
ingenuous and illogical advocate for doing 
likewise, If all the teachers throughout the 
Dominion are to be disfranchised, the sooner 
the point is authoritatively decided’ the bet- 
ter, for the remedy cannot precede the evil. 

Thave no desire to canonize Mr. Sangster. 
Tam not acquainted with him even by sight, 
and know nothing more of him or his history 
than I gleaned from the short biographical 
sketch in last evening's Onfario, but lama 
lover of equity and so far attached to my 
country that I wish to seo those principles of 
British Justice and Fair Play which have ex- 
alted and immortalized the mother land 
transplanted into this, her fairest colony, and 
I blush to seo displayed in Ontario, which we 
so loudly laud as the freest land the sun illu- 
mines, an ignorance, intolerance and tyranny 
that a moderately intelligent public would 
scorn and condemn,

Terrtmtx Accrpent.—On Friday, tho 6th 
inst., a terrible accident occurred on King’s 
section of the Canada Contral Railway oxten- 
sion. Ono of the mon,named Michael Savage, 
was engaged in thawing the dynamite on the 
stove, previous to using it, and the othor men, 


named respectively Daniel Coughlin and 
Rodorick Kennedy, were sitting or standing 
hy. Tho immediate cause of the accident is 
not clear, as the theory which has heretofore 
been held regarding this explosive is, that it 
Tequires some concussion tonet it off, and 
that heat alone will not affect it. However 
this may be, the dynamite exploded with a 
terriflo report, smashing Savage to pieces, 


and killing him almont instantly. ‘Tho other 
inen sustained very serious injury, Kennody 
had his hand blown off and the arm #0 badly 


shattored that Dr. Lafferty, who attonded 
him, was obliged to amputate it above the 
elbow, wh lo Coughlin was very badly burned 
and braised,

DUTY ON SHIPPING, 


The chief incident of tho sitting after 
dinner was a debate which arose on Mr, 
Valin’s motion with regard to the registra- 
‘tion of American ships in Canada, Mr. 
Valin’s position was this, that our ship 
builders had to pay 174 per cont., 10 per 
cent, and 5 per cent. on the material used 
in the construction of ships, but that the 
American vessel purchased in this country, 
and paying no duty, really consisted of so 
much duty-paying materials allowed to 
come in free. This, it was contended, was 
unjust to the ship-builders in this country. 
and should be put an end to. This posi- 
tion was supported by Mr. Fortin,Mr. De- 
Cosmos, Mr. Hesson and others, and op- 
posed by Mr. Anglin and Mr. Killam, 
The subject seemed to excite a good deal 
of attention in the House, and the position 
taken by Mr. Valin and Dr. Fortin seemed 
to have the support of the Liberal-Conser- 
vative members generally. Certainly the 
arguments used against the proposition 
were only the familiar ones used against 
every other part of the National Policy. 

THR CANALS, 

Another interesting debate arose, con- 
tinuing till half-past ten, on Mr. Ourrier’s 
motion, moved in his absence by Mr. 
Rochester, concerning the ditferent fashion 
in which the Washington Treaty was inter- 
preted in Canada und the United States as 
to the uso of tho canals, Mr, Rochester, 
supported strongly by Mr. McCallum, 


showed that the Americans did not permit 
our vessels and barges the free navigation 
of their canals or tho right to go from port 
to port, while in’ Canada American vessels 
and barges had tho privilege of perfect free- 
dom and could go from place to place, load- 
ing and unloading Mr. Burpee and Mr. 
Mackenzie seemed disposed to differ with 
Mr. Rochester and Mr. McCallum, but 
neither seemed to be sure of his facts, 
while the two other gentlemen were very 
emphatic. The debate will be resumed on 
the production of the papers asked for, and 
will no doubt be interesting to the country 
generally,

Cost of Smoking and Drinking in 
Ameri 


Judging from tho statistical summaries 
contained in the annual report of the com- 
missioner for Federal taxes, the amount 
spent in the United States on smoking and 
drinking is enormous. During the fiscal 
year ended’ ou June 30, 1878, notwith- 
ntanding tho hard times, 1,905,063,000 
cigars were consumed, ‘Tho report esti- 
mated each cigar at, on an average, 10c., 
so that the total value of the cigars con- 
sumed in the year would be about $190,- 
506,300, or about £33,101,260. In ad- 
dition. there were also consumed 26,312,- 
433 lbs. of tobacco for smoking, the value 
of which is estimated at $15,000,000 (£3,- 
000,000). But the expenditure on tobacco 
is almost insignificant when compared with 
| the sums spent on drinks of various kinds, 
| Thus. 317,455,600 gallons of fermonted 
liquor were consumed, or over seyen gal- 
lons per head of the entire population 
(ostimated at about 44,000,000), including 
women and children, Fermented and 
spirituousdrinks cost the people of tho 
United States, according to the estimate of 
the report, 8596,000,000 (£119,200,000), or 
$13.2bc. (£2.13s.) per head. Tho figures 
of the report show further thut during the 
last financial year the consumption of beer 
had increased, while that of spirituous 
liquors had declined 1,500,000 gallons 
more of the former and 6 520,000 gallons 
Joas of the latter having been consumed 
than during tho preceding year, a fact 
which, perhaps, ought to be considered an 
advance on the road of temporance,—

chasors ; while Canadian builders have to pay 
duty upon all materials they import for the con-

2. A Canadian cannot command or be an offi- 
cor of a registered American boat of any kind, 
while numbers of Americans arc employed on

An attempt is being mado through the 
Madoo Review to prejudice the people

The practical interpretation given to 
this section by the United States Treasury De- 
partment is, that Canadian vessels with cargoes 
of Canadian products have no right to go further 
into the United States than within the first cus- 
toms district they enter. Within that district 
they must unload, and if they cannot get a re- 
turn freight from’ that particular district, they 
must retnrn empty, as they cannot touch any- 
where else intho United States. Again, if a 
Canadian vessel makes an entry at the first port 
in the first customs district, and her cango is 
destined for another port’in the same district, 
such vessel and cargo is putin charge of a re- 
venue officer (at the expense of the vessel) to 
make sure that the cargo will be unladen at the 
port of destination. On the other hand, Ameri- 
can boats coming into Canada make their entry 
at the first port, and they and their cargoes are 
cleared, if required, toany port inthe Dominion, 
on the simple declaration of the master as to bis 
destination. No bonds or security are given to 
our Government, and no Customs officer is put 
on board (at the expense of the vessel) to see 
that the customs regulations are carried out. 
The effect of this is seen every year—American 
boats unload their cargoes partly here and part- 
ly there, from one port to another, after which 
they go to Ottawa or anywhere else for a return 
cargo to any part of the United States, 

Up to the present time the successive Admin- 
istrations in Canada have refused to remedy the 
injustice complained of, and they have thereby 
pesceloaly, iven a bounty to American boat 
builders and owners; but we are in hopes now 
that a really t/ational Policy will be instituted, 
that will give fair play to one of the most im- 
portant branches of industry in the Dominion of 
Canada, 

A gentleman while on a recent visit to New 
York took occasion to ventilate the above-men- 
tioned grievances to an American friend, from 
whom he received the following apt reply :—'* I 
don’t see why you Canadians should complain of 
the course pursued by the United States Goy- 
ernment in these matters. The remedy is in 
eee own hands. Our Government looks close- 

after’the interests of our people, and if the 

‘anadian Government has not the ability or the 
disposition to do the same for Canadians, why 
should you blame us?”

FOURTH PARLIAMENT—FIRST SESSION.

In the House of Commons, after routno 
business. 

Mr. Cockburn (Northumberland) rein- 
troduced the Bill amending the Intercolo- 
nial Railway Act, which was withdrawn on 
Wednesday. The Premior statod it as his 
opinion that no assent from the OroWn was 
roquisito to introduce the Bill, and he ad- 
dod that the Government was by no means 
committed to the provisions of the Bill in 
pormitting its introduction, 

The debate on tho dismissal of Captain 
Purdy was resumed by Mr, Woldon (St. 
John), who detonded Captain Purdy. 

Mr. Bowstr said that the letter read by 
the hon, member from St. John (Mr. 
Weldon), and signed by Purdy, was in- 
tended to mislead the house, for it was 
neyer asserted that the Newfield wont 
ashore at Sambro. Ho (Mr, Bowell) read 
a lotter from Purdy to the Minister of 
Merino and Fisheries, in which the captain 
reported that whon entering the harbor of 
Whitehoad after the onjinos had stopped, 
tho vessel touched bottom forward about 
thirty minutes before low water, 

Sir John A. Macdonald severely casti- 
gated Sir A. J. Smith for attacking tho 
Hon. Peter Mitchell, who had not a nvat 
in the House to defend himself. 

Mr. Allison (Hants) closed the debate. 
The motion for correspondence affecting 
tho matter was carried, 

Mr. McCarthy's Bill to amend the Con- 
troverted Elections Act was moyed to a 
second reading, 

In tho debate which ensued spoakers on 
behalf of the Opposition ppcesred to think 
the Bill was not sufficiently comprehensive 
in its provisions, and argued that trials 
should be before Supreme Court Judges, as 
the judges of the other Courts were now 
overworked. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, who said that two 
judges would be sufficient for tho trial of 
nn election, was'speaking when the House 
rose for recess, After recess tho dobate 
was continued for a short period, but ad- 
journed owing to the absence of the pro- 
moter of tho measure. 

A debate took place on a motion by Mr, 
Valin asking that the potition presented 
to the Senate in relation to the registration 
in Canada of American vessels be laid on 
the table, Tho discussion drifted intp an 
anti-tariff debate, and the motion was 
adopted. 

A motion was shortly afterwards mado 
by Mr. Rochester in the absence of Mr. 
Currier, asking for correspondence respect- 
ing the denial to Canadians of the free 
navigation of the United States’ State 
canals and Hudson River by the United 
States Government. It was carried after 
a brief discussion, and the House adjourn- 
ed at 10:30 p. m.

After recess, Mr. Mowat’s Election Bill w: 
considered in Committee, and a long discu: 
sion took place on the “ gerrymandering 
© of Blyth, but 
tho Government carried their poiat by a ma- 
jority of 32 to 24. 

Tho House then went into Committee upon 
the Bill respecting Public, High and Separ- 
ate Schools 

Mr. Crooxs explained that ho had remod- 
eled the first section so as to allow ths School 
Board of a city to constitute one of the Public 
Schools a Model School. 

Mr. MeGowax raised the objection that 
form of oath in the Bill would exclude farm- 
ers’ sons from the school franchise, 

Mr, Crooks said the Bill was not making 
any changes in tho law, which was that no 
one could yote at a trustee election unless he 
paid school tax, which would necessarily ex- 
clude farmers’ sons. Ho drew attention to an 
amendment which he had introduced to right 
an abuse to which his attention had been 
called by members of the House experienced 
in school macters. People living outside in- 
© ‘rporated villages sometimes secured a color- 
able tenure of somo property therein, so as to 
be able to send their children to the school, 
thus securing the privileges of the school 
without paying school taxes, He therefore 
proposed.to strike out of the School Act tho 
sixth section, definingthe term ‘‘ resident,” 
80 as to include the children of ratepayers not 
residing in the village. He farther proposod 
to lower the feo for non-residents from 500 to 
250 a month, 

_ Mr. Brsiior drew attention to somo defects 
in the rules, and suggested improvemonts, 
He thought it wrong to force the trustees to 
engage an extra teachor when the attendance 
grew to more than fifty, as when the attend. 
ance fell in the busy season, the second teach- 
er was no longer required. He believed that 
the teacher was the real life of a school, and 
trusted parents would see that the teachora 
were men who were interested in their schools, 
(Cheors,) The teaching of too many branches 
was one of the groat faults of our schools, for 
a few sul jocts well grounded would be of more 
value than # number only superiicially taught, 

‘The Committee rose and reported, and asked 
leave to sit again. 

Tho House adjourned at 6:20.

So intent wero tho rest on the condition

‘As we anticipated, tho, supporters of the 
Ontario Government, with that petty spirit 
which always actuates them, refused to al- 
Jow the passage of Mr. Wills’ bill to amond 
tho Municipal Act. Ono small but impor- 
tant provision of tho measure was, however, 
allowed to pass, namoly, tho clause vesting 
in the Councils of Cities of not more than 
20,000 inhabitants the control of the hiring 
and wages of the police. This will be more 
satisfactory than the presont arrangement. 
Tho proposed reduction in the number of 
‘Aldermen can now. only be brought about 
py lessening the number of tho Wards. 

Tho Committee to whom the whole mat- 
tor of amendments to the Municipal Act 
was referred, also resolved to recommend 
that no person should bo allowed to be 
nominated for a municipal election unless 
with his express consont, and that candid- 
ates should be permitted to retire at any 
‘time between nomination and election, by 
giving notice in writing to tho Clerk. This 
is another good provision, as no little in- 
convenience is frequently caused by the 
nomipation, without even consulting them, 
of gentlemen who have no desire to be can- 
didates for municipal office.

FOURTH SESSION THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Mowpay, March 10, 

‘Tho order for the third reading of this 
Bill waa discharged and the Bill roferred 
to Committeo of the Whole, to be amend- 
ed by the addition of clauses that it should 
come into force on the Ist May, 1879, and 
to provide that it may be cited as: the 
** Jurora’ Act of 1879,"" 

Mr. Ross also moved in amondment to 
the Bill to raise the charges for fees of 
jurors from $1.50 to $3.00 in the County 
Courts, and from $2.50 to $5.00 in the 
Superior Courts, but after a short discus- 
sion the motion was ruled out of order as 
there wero no instructions to the Commit- 
tee to make this amendment. 

The Committee rose and reported. 

Mr. Ross moved that the Bill be refer- 
red back to Committee of the Whole with 
instructions to effect the amendment pro- 
posed, 

The amendment was lost on division. 

Mr. Scorr moved that the Bill be not 
now read a third time, but that it be refer- 
red back to Committee of the Whole House, 
with instructions to amend the third sec- 
tion so as to give mayors of towns separat- 
ed from the County a seat on the board of 
county selectors. 

Lost by 38 to18. The Bill was read a 
third time. 

The School Bill was referred to Commit- 
tee of the Whole for certain minor amend- 
ments, which having been made the Com- 
mittee rose and reported. 

Mr. Bett moved that the Bill be refer- 
red back to Committee, with instructions 
to amend it by providing that the voting 
at elections for both Public and Separate 
Schools should be by ballot. 

The amendment was lost on the follow-

Mr. Baur moved, ‘‘ That the Bill be not 
now read a third time, but that it be re- 
ferred back to a Committee of the Whole 
House with instructions to amend the same 
by peiyidiog that nominations and elections 
of Public and Seperate School trustees in 
the Che of Toronto shall be held at the 
same time and place, and by the same 
deputy returning-officers, and be conduct- 
ed in the same manner, the voting being 
by ballot, as nominations and elections for 
aldermen. 

Lost by 64to 2. The Bill was read o 
third time and passed. 

The Election Bill was takon up, 

Mr. Creiquton moved that the Bill be 
referred back to Committee of the Whole 
to be amended by striking out section 19, 
so as to leave tho village of Blythe in the 
Riding of West Huron for electoral pur- 
poses. 

The amendment was lost by 34 to 18. 

The Bill to amend the Municipal Act 
was referred to Committee of the Whole 
for certain amendments. 

Upon section 22, 

Mr. Merepira thought it most undesir- 
able in small cities to give the authority in 
matters of salary and numbers of the police 
force into the hands of the Oity Council, as 
there was a Board of Police Commissioners 
already appointed for each city, and this 
would simply divide the responsibility 
without doing any real good. 

Mr. Harpy said the yote in Committee 
had been almost unanimous. It was 
thought that in small cities the [Board 
was sometimes too oxtravagant in their 
ideas, so that they added unnecessarily to 
the expense of the police. If there was to 
bea motion mado he thought the hon, 
member for West Hastings, who had sug- 
gested the amendment, should be notified. 

Mr. Meneprrn said he did not desire to 
make any motion,but simply to call the at- 
tention of the Attorney-General to this 
clause, as he thought it a mischievous one. 

Mr. Curnre said that there would be a 
number of cities affected by the clause, ayd 
if it were passed the Board of Polico Qom- 


missioners in those pasos might just as 
well Lo-wipvou Yul, Oud loderd chac would 


bo the practical effect. When the power to 
fix the number of policemen and tho rate 
of their pay was taken from the Boards he 
had no doubt they would cease to exist. 

The clauso was carried, 

The Committee rose avd reported tho 
Bill as amended, and it waa read a third 
time and paaged, 

Mr Mowar moved that the order for the 
socond reading of the Bill to amend the 
Ontario Medical Act be discharzed, 

The motion was carried. 

1n Committee several items of the supple- 
mentary estimates were passed. 

On the item Public Works, $5,000. 

Mr, Lauper asked for an explanation of 
the grant of $3,000 for Tront River Worke. 

Mr. Frasen said that the Trent River 
Works had been transferred by the Domin- 
ion Government to the Ontario Goyern- 
ment, on tho understanding that the On- 
tario Government should be responsible for 
no sum furthor than that which they wero 
propared to oxpond. Representations had 
beon mado that some of the dams on the 
river could be dono away with, and thero- 
by a large area of land might be reclaimed. 
It might be necessary also to widon the 
channel of the river in order to facilitate 
the passage of sawlogs, 

Mr. Scorr said that if the Ontario Gov- 
ernment had assumed control of the works 
there could not be any doubt that the en- 
tiro burden of maintaining them would do- 
son the Government. The Domin- 
Framont had not yet ratified tho 
tranafor, and he did not think that tho 
Ontario Government should until that 
event undertake the responsibility of the 
maintonance of tho works, Tt was his own

Mr, Cuxnte called atténtion to tho grants | 
to the dairy associations, $500 to each of 
the two in the Proyince, and asked an ox- 
planation. 

Mr. Woop said thero were fow, if any, | 
who doubted the advisability of aiding 
these associations. Tho county agricultural | 
sociotios received grants as high as $1,400, 
and in comparison the grant given the 
dairy associations was very small, They 
had appointed a lecturer to deliver address- 
68 upon scientific dairying in various places 
where cheese was mado, and part Al his 
grant was toward paying the expense so 
entailed. There was no society in the Pro- 
vince with members so enterprising as this, 
and none more worthy of assistance. 


Mr. BaLLantyne said the value of the 
products of the dairy depend altogether 
upon their quality, and therefore it was 
necessary that s thorough knowledge of 
the business should be possessed by the 
dairymen of the Province. Having this 
fact in view, the Dairymen’s Association of 
Ontario had engaged a gontleman who was 
tho most competent authority in America, 
if not in the world, to deliver lectures on 
the manufacture of dairy products at the 
various cheese centres of the Province. The 
expense was serious, but they were pre- 
pares to bear it, believing that it would 

ring forth the most beneficial results, It 
was expected to reach the mass of the peo- 
ple, and it was 8 well-known fact among 
dairymen that this would have tho offect of 
improving the product ot the cheese fac- 
tory. A dairy fair had lately been held in 
Now York at which exhibits were shown 
from every State in Union in which dairies 
Were conducted, as well as from the best 
manufactories in England and the Conti- 
nent of Europe. Besides the other prizes 
there was one grand sweepstakes prize for 
the best sample of cheese produced any- 
where. The first prize was given to an 
English firm ; but the judges, who were all 
practical men, and the most thoroughly 
competent for their positions that could 
have been selected, thought it their duty to 
name the second best exhibit, and they 
had awarded this distinction to some cheese 
from Ontario, some of whith he had himself 
selected, and he felt ita very great com- 
pliment indeed. As to the manufacture of 
butter, all were aware that the Province 
had a very poor reputation in this line, 
What was needed was an entire change of 
system. All knew that it was at one time 
thought that butter could be ‘produced in 
Orange and Delaware better than any- 
where else ; but,by the introduction of the 


creamery system, Weatern butter was now 

uoted from two to three cents higher than 
tho best States’ butter. The conditions of 
the manufacture varied every day, no that 
the manufacturer needed to be thoroughly 
versed in the principles of his business. 
Every pound of bad butter affected the sale 
of tho good, so that it was necessary a high 
standard should be maintained. Hoe claim- 
ed that the Dairymen’s Association had 
shown more enterprise in the holding of 
their meetings and the way of conducting 
their operations than any other in Ontario. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Ovrrip said he was glad he had pro- 
yoked this discussion, as he trusted when 
the report of the Committee of Agriculture 
was brought down next year it would con- 
tain a report of these two Societies. 


Mr, Lauper was pleased to learn what 
was being done by these Associations, and 
believed they should be supported by tho 
Government. 

Dr. Bourrer said that for the Hastings 
district last year three-quarters of a million 
dollars worth of cheese was shipped, and if 
some means of improving the quality of the 
goods by one-tenth could be devised, it 
would result in a direct gain of $75,000 to 
the manufacturers, He favored the pro- 
posed grant. 

‘The item was passed. 

‘The remaining items were passed, also 
the Supply Bill. 

Several orders were withdrawn, including 
that for the Ontario Mineral Railway bill. 


Mr. Murer moved the second reading of 
tho Bill to amend the Free Grants and 
Homestead Act, The object of tho Bill 
was to give asettler who had lived six 
months on his land, who had made a clear- 
ing of five acres, and who had properly 
fenced it, the right of selling his land. 
Ho thought the only opposition to the Bill 
came from the Government. 


Mr. Panpee was entirely opposed to the 
Bill. Tho effect of it would be to deprive 
bona fide settlers of the opportunity of ob- 
taining homesteads, and would throw the 
land in the Free Grant Districts almost en- 
tirely into tho hands of speculators. His 
hon. friend had adyocated the Bill very 
strongly, but it was strange that ho was tho 
only gentleman who had ever approached

THE LETELLIER MATTER—MR. MOUSSEAU'S 
SPEECH, : 

The whirligig of time began its revenges 
to-day, It was the beginning of the end 
for the first attempt at personal rule in 
Canada. Mr. Mousseau moved his resolu- 
tion at three o'clock, the Government giv- 
ing way in its favor. Mr. Mousseau spo! 
for about three hours and a half in French, 
with much approbation from the French 
Conservatives of the Chamber. When he 
concluded he was applauded for several 
minutes, He made, of course, all tho well- 
known points, familiar to those who re- 
member the speeches of last session, but ho 
was most happy in quoting Letellier in 
1873 against Mr. Lotellier in 1877. 

MR. M'CARTHY’S SPEECH, 


Mr. D'Alton McCarthy followed in a 
speech of about an hour, in which he crys- 
tallised the whole caso of the dispute be- 
tween the Lieut.-Governor and the De 
Boucheryille Government, and placed it 
before the House in its true colors in Jan- 
guage too clear for doubt and too forcible 
for denial. The effective use which Mr. 
McOarthy made of the late speech of Lord 
Dufferin at the Reform Club showed that 
the member for Simcoe hasa mind which 
readily assimilates a great quantity of facts, 
and can apply himself to a great constitu- 
tional question with all the dignity and all 
the force which the gravest political cireum- 
stances could demand in a public man.

Milch Cows. 

Thore are 3,708,766 milch cows reported 
| officially in the United Kingdom of Groat 
Britain, and the estimated production of 
milk is 1,000,000,000 gallons per annum, 
This makes the average of 266 gallons, a 
figure which may appear diminutive to our 
practical dairymon ; but on examination of 
tho facta of milk production of different 
countries, national averages will seldom be 
found much larger. Including tho Ayr- 
shires and the Jerscys on their native 
heath, and somo remarkable milking 
families of shorthorns, a better result might 
bo expected by many, yet it must be ac- 
knowledged that milk is a secondary object 
in Groat Britain. The following atatoment 
from the London Agricultural Gazette may 
not be inapplicable to enthusiasts en this 
side of the water ;— 

Lately some romarkable computations a3 
tho produce to be obtained from dairy hus- 
bandry—have obtained wide circulation. 
These returns wore obtained by taking an 
exceptional cow (a cow of a thousand), un- 
der exceptional treatment, in an exception- 
al season, and then by asserting that the 
averngo of cows could bo relied on to do as 
much underall circumstances in every sea- 
son, no allowance being made for health, 
accident, individual peculiarities, fluctua- 
tion ofthe market, climatic influences, or 
the inefficiency of servants, —New York 
Tribune.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT-FIRST SESSION. 


Wepnespay, March 12. 
THE SENATE. 

The petition of Mrs. Eliza Maria Camp- 
boll, of Whitby, for a separation from her 
husband, was ruled out of order, because 
tho necessary deposit of $200 had not been 
made, 

The Mounted Police Bill was read a seo- 
ond time, 

THE COMMONS. 

A number of returns were brought down, 
and among the number the Order in Ooun- 
cil and papers relative to the appointment 
of Mr. I. 0. Patteson to the Postmaster- 
ship of Toronto. 

Mr. Mills introduced a Bill to provide for 
the transfer of lands in the territories of 
Canada. 

The debate on the Letellier motion was 
resumed by Mr. T. White (Cardwell), who 
spoke very ably for nearly two hours. Ho 
opened his romarks by referring to the im- 
portance of the question, and the urgent 
necessity that it should not be approached 
in a partizan manner. Neither the hon. 
member for Lambton (Mr. Mackenzie) nor 
the hon. member for Halton (Mr. Macdou- 
gall), had attempted to defend the action 
of Mr. Letellier, although they were both 
opposed to the motion. It was but a quib- 
ble to claim that the motion did not de- 
nounce the action of the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor as unconstitutional. He next ridiculed 
Mr. Wm, Macdougall as tho ‘‘ independent, 
impartial, and judicial arbitrator” between 
the two great political parties, 


Mr, Macdou:all replied that the hon. 
momber himself had no rivht to speak for 
the people of Quebec, because he had had 
to go to Ontario for a sent. 

Mr, White continued his reference to Mr, 
Macdougall, and ironically congratulated 
that gentleman upen having had his speech 
applauded by the Oppusition. He occupied 
the remainder of hia speech with a narration 
of the circumstances surrounding the fall 
of the DeBoucherville Administration. 

Dr. Orton, the member for Centre Wel- 
lington, was introduced, and took his seat. 


Mr. Hunrinoron criticized at some 
length the argument advaicod in reply to 
the contention that it was not in accord- 
ance with the genius of British law to try 
aman twice for one offence. The preced- 
ing hon, member had asserted that the 
Court was changed now, but surely the laws 
of acountry were not canged with its judges? 
He warned the Quebec Conservative sup- 
rters of the Government that the 
remier, as evidenced by his motion, had 
not forgotten bis old love for legislative 
union, and aimed a blow at the autonomy 
of the Povince of Quebec. 

Messrs. Rykert and Laurier having 
spoken, : 

Mr. Langevin said their anovstors had 
fought under the white flag of France, and 
they loved it, but when they exchanged 
that flag for the flag of England they were 
taught that they should cherish it, and un- 
der its folds the people of the Province of 
Quebec had fought and shed their blood. 
Cheers.) It was in the name of the British 
lag, which covered the liberties of the peo- 
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ple of Quebec, that they claimed that 
eut.-Governor Letellier had violated the 
Paulas and rights of the people. The 

jieut,-Governor of Quebec was not respon- 
sible to the Assembly of Quebec, but to the 
Federal Parliament, no more than was the 
Governor-General responsible to this Par- 
liament, but to the Parliament of Great 
Britain. Hon. gentlemen opposite were 
carried away by their political protlivities. 
They wanted to defend a friend, but they 
should rise above partisan feelings and say 
that this man had violated the principles of 
constitutional government and it should be 
condemned. This was a matter not affect- 
ing Quebec merely, it affected the rights 
and liberties of all the Provinces of this 
great Dominion. (Ministerial cheers.) Tho 
appeal to the people of Quebeo had result- 
ed in the condemnation of Lieut.-Governor 
Letellier by a clear majority of three, but 
that majority had been bought over to the 
support of the Government, He dwelt at 
some length on the circumstances of the 
dismissal, remarking that if Mr. Letellier 
had foreseen the reault of the 17th of Sep- 
tember he would have acted differently. 
His (Mr. Langevin’s) opinion on this ques- 
tion had not changed, If Lieut.-Governor 
Letellier were not censured their respect 
and the respect of the people of Quebec. for 
free institutions would be greatly diminish- 
ed, and they would feel that what they had 
fancied was Responsible Government was a 
sham, 

Mr. Georrrion criticised the Postmas- 
ter-General’s statement that two members 
of the Quebec Legislature who had changed 
their politics had been bought. 

The debate was adjourned at 11-30 p.m.

Business Vampires. 


‘A fow days ago a telegram of a sensa- 
tional character, relating to certain Bank 
Managers, was sent from Montreal to the 
papers in Canada, The rnmors were easily 
seen through as a stock jobbing trick and 
no serious attention was paid to them 
throughout Ontario. But having been re- 
produced and widely circulated in the 
United States, it is felt that they have had 
an injurious effect, as tending to shake con- 
fidence in our banking institutions, which 
every business man in Ontario knows to be 
perfectly sound. It isa'pity that the au- 
thors of these scandalous rumors could not 
be discovered and punished as their crime 
deserves. If the authors were given a few 
Yeers at breaking stone m the Penitentiary 
yard it would probably prevent a reccur- 
rence of such dishonest efforts to destroy 
the reputation of our responsible business 
men. 

The Montreal Gazette, under the above 
heading, gives these business vampites-te 
following scathing rebuke :-—‘‘It is Ono of 
the unfortunate outcomes of times of pro- 
tracted depression, that suspicion of the 
honesty and uprightness of men in positions 
of trust is aroused with too easy facility. 
There is in every age and every clime, a 
certain proportion of men of weak intellect 
or dishonest purpose, orinability to with- 
stand temptation, whom prosperity placos 
on the same plane as their honest, indus- 
trious neighbors, and whose real charactor 
isnot disclosed until difficulties and dangers 
beset them. It is a natural thing that five 
years of severe trade depression should 
bring these men to the surface and expose 

* thoir dishonesty, incapacity, and weakness 
in temptation, and, however much to bo 
regretted are these unpleasant revelations, 
thoy are not more lamentable than the op- 
portunity which they afford, to evilly dis- 
posed or unthinking gossips for the circu: 
lation of rumors ‘“‘without a local habitation 
oraname,” designed to break down the 
character of citizens occupying the most re- 
sponsible positions inthé country. Were 
it not that the betrayal of their trust by 
the amall proportion of misguided men that 
exist in every community, creates a moro 
or less uneasy feeling, the mere mention of 
4 suspicion against the honesty of the men 
whoso public conduct is now assailed, 
would consign the unhappy author to 
the contempt of all; but in these 
days the breath of suspicion is lightly 
breathed, and is far more danger- 
ous than an open accusation that can 
be speedily met and disposed of. The prac. 
tice into which so many have, unconscious- 
ly, we dare say, fallen of repoating and en- 
larging the rumors which from day to day 
are emitted by unprincipled persons to 
serve their own selfish ends, is subversive 
of the best interests of the community, and 
calculated to creato dangers and difficulties 
from which extrication would be a slow and 
painful process. It would be well if those 
idle busy-bodies, who so eagerly grasp at 
each new whisper of coming trouble, would 
Femomber with Iago, that ‘‘ Who steals 
my purse steals trash, but ho who 

filches from mo my good name, robs me of 
that which not enriches him and makes 
me poor indeed.” We are drawn 
into thin admonition by the rumors so 
industriously circulated during the past 
fow days, in relation to the conduct of some 
of our bank managors, who occupy mont 
responsible positions, and have ever onjoy- 
ed the confidence of the public and those 
who aro put in authority over thom. Thoso 
rumors have been yory indofinite, but they 
poasibly would best sorve thoir purpose in 
that form ; however, wo have oxamined 
into the truth of them, not among the gos- 
sips of the street, but in quarters where an 
official and authoritative could 
be given to the onquirios, and, as we 
expected, they are absolutely and en-

| RESULTS OF ITS VISIT TO OTTAWA. 


THE CIVIC DHPUTATION, 


The members of the Civic Doputation 
appointed to proceed to Ottawa to oppose 
tho Bill proposing to repoal tho Act under 
which Harbor dues are imposed, to seek ad- 
ditional aid for the dredging of tho Harbor, 
and the erection of a Government building 
intho city, have returned to town. Tho | 
deputation, which was composed of tho 
Mayor, Alderman Patterson and the City | 
Solicitory, arrived in Ottawa on Tuesday 
night, but could not obtain a hearing until | 
Thursday morning. 

Thoy firat appeared before the Standing 
Ordors Committee, accompanied by Hon. 
Mr. Bowell and Mr. Brown, in reference 
to the Harbor Dues Bill, to which they 
tookobjection on account of want of notice, 


but this objection was overruled, the Com- 
mittee determining to send tho Bill to tho 
Private Bills Committee. Messrs. John 
Bell, Q. C., John White and J. 8. Me- 
Cuaig, M. Ps., who supported the claims 
of the lumbermon, submitted a proposition 
to the deputation to reduce the dues on 
saw logs ifrom threo-quartera of a cent 
por piece to one cent per standard, and on 
cedar from one quarter of a cont on each 
piece 14 foot long to tho samo rato on 16 
feot stuff. To this proposition the Mayor 
repliod that the deputation could not take 
any action upon it,as they were sent to op- 
poso the Bill in toto, but that the proposal 
for a compromise would be by him laid be- 
fore tho City Council for its consideration. 


An hour later the deputation had an in- 
terview with the Hon. Dr, Tupper, Minis- 
ter of Public Works, being introduced by 
the Hon. Mr, Bowell and accompanied by 
Messrs. Brown and White, Having stat- 
ed our case in regard to a grant for harbor 
dredging, the Ministor replied that a small 
sum was still available for that purpose, 
and the deputation were given to under- 
stand that either a considerable additional 
sum will be granted or that the services of 
a Government dredge will be given.

THE RENATE. 

Hon. Mr. Reesor presonted a, petition 
from Mrs, Qampboll, praying to bo allowed 
to potition in forma pauperis for a sopar- 
ation from her husband. 

Tho potition was ordered to bo road on 
Monday noxt. 

Tho socond reading of the Consus Bill 
was postponed until Monday, aftor a short 
debate, in which Hon. Messrs. Dickoy and 
Scott pointed out what they considered to 
bo objectionable features in it. 

MOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Tho debate on the Lotellier question 
was resumed by Mr, Laudry, who spoke 
in fayor of tho motion. Ho was followed 
by Mr. Rinfrot, who opposed it. 

Mr, Miixs argued mainly from the con- 
stitutional phase of, tho question, that Mr. 
Lotellior in dismissing the DeBoucherville 
Administration had not exceeded the pow- 
ors attached to his office. He concluded 
by reforring to the danger of tho precedent 
which would be established by the adoption 
of tho motion, and he claimed that under 
its influence Lioutenant-Governors could 
be stripped of all their power, authority, 
and respect, and made mere cyphers. 


Mr. Heoron Cameron contonded that 
tho docision of the pooplo of Quebec was 
not upon the action of the Lioutenaut-Goy- 
ernor of Quebec, but upon the respective 
merits or demerits of the rival Provincial 
parties. Ho approved of the Government's 
course in regard to the motion. It was for 
tho House to pass tho consure and tho 
Executive to inflict the punishment. 

Mr, M. 0. Cameron spoke against and 
Mr. McLennan in fayor of the motion. 

Mr, Kinxparriokargued that the Domin- 
ion Parliament had as much right to pass 
its opinion on the ‘conduct of Lieut.-Gov- 
ernors as the British House of Oommons 
had on the conduct of Governor Hennecssy 
and others. 

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Casgrain, and Casey against tho motion 
and Messrs. Cimon and Breoken in its

The Harbor Dues. 


From the report which wo published on 
Saturday of the proceedings of the civic 
deputation to Ottawa, it will have been 
learned that the lumbermen have proposed 
a compromiso, upon which the City Coun- 
cil will no doubt pass at an carly day. 
Tho effect of tho reduction which they pro- 
pose on saw-logs is ono which would vory 
materially affect the revonue of the harbor, 
it being, as nearly as we can compute it, a 
reduction of fifty per cent. on tho tolls at 
present exacted on that class of timber, 
whence tho revenue is principally derived. 
Asthe barkand other refuse from these logs 
is the principal cause of the constant filling 
up of the harbor, thus necessitating large 
annual outlays for dredging, which have 80 
far beon very greatly in oxcoss of the amount 
derived from harbor revenue, and as the 
loga themselves are frequently a consider- 
able obstruction to navigation, we do not 
think that any compromise proposing less 
than 1} conts per standard—which would 
still be a considerable reduction—should 
bo entertained by the Council. As to tho 
proposal to allow cedar of 16 feet in length 
to pass the booms at the same rate as the 
same class of material 2 feet shorter, that 
also is a matter for careful consideration, 
which we have no doubt will be given to it 
by the Council. Should no compromise 
be effected, the matter will have to be 
fought out before the Private Bills Com- 
mitee, and in such caso it will be the duty 
of the Council to seo that the Corporation 
is adequately represonted before that body. 


It was certainly a matter for surpriso to 
find the momber for East Hastings taking 
an active part in support of those who are 
opposing tho interests of Belleville in this 
matter. Mr, Whito’s course has given of- 
fence to many of his warmest supporters 
hero, who we understand have determined 
to remonstrate with him on this account. 
Mr, McCuaig, membor for Prince Edward, 
also, warmly supported tho interests of the

The National Policy. 


In other columns will be found the now 
tariff, together with the Mail's summary 
of and remarks upon the Hon. Mr. Tilley’s 
budget speech. From the Finance Mini: 
ter’s utterances it will be seon that faith 
has been kept with the country in every 
respect, the tariff having been so framed as 
to atford protection to the varied interests 

* of the Dominion. Without entering intoa 
lengthy reviow of the subject, which the 
article above referred to renders unneces- 
fary, we may say that particular gratifica- 
tion will be felt in this part of the country 
with tho imposition of a duty of $2 per ton 
on pig iron, which heretofore has been im- 
ported free, and an increase of 7} per cent 
on car wheels. This will give sufticient 
encouragement to capitalists to embark 
in the business of manufacturing iron from 
the native ores, which are unexcelled in 
the world, and in which the northern part 
of this county is so rich. We therefore 
trust that the Committee of the City Coun- 
cil, to whom the matter was referred, will 
open their negotiations with Mr. Wrigloy 
and correspond with Messrs. McDougall & 
Cowan with regard to the establishment at 
Belleville of the works of the English com- 
pany, whom the former gentleman repre- 
sents, and of the car wheel works of the 
latter firm. Tho agricultural interests have 
been given a sufficient measure of protec- 
tion, as have also the fruit growers, whilst 
the interests of the various trades and manu- 
factures have been carefully consulted. In 
another respect, also, the tariff will be ac- 
ceptable, as discrimination has been made 
in favor of the mother country ao far as pos- 
sible, the duties which have boon most largo. 
ly increased being those placed upon articles 
which are chiefly imported from the Unit- 
ed States. We shall seo how this practical 
reciprocity of tariffs is relished by our self- 
inh neighbors, who have persistently re- 
fused to trado with us on anything ap- 
Proaching to equal terms. A policy of con- 
ciliation has been fruitless ; a policy of 
firmness will be more to theinterests of the 
Dominion, The now policy is what tho 
country has pronounced in favor of—what 
the people believe to be the best suited for 
7 ar what they will assist 

e Movernment in carrying out, regardless 
alike of the hostility of our neighbors to 
the south and of their natural allies, the 
so-called ‘‘ Reformers ” of Canada.

The report of Mr. Letan, the 
agent at Duluth, shows the number arriy- 
ing there by rail for Manitoba to be as fol- 
lows: From Ontario, 3,827; Quebec, 915;

Great Britain,738;France 23;Germany 123; 
Scandinavian, 273; Russia, 361; United 
States, 788. This with 3,500 arriving by 
road makes a total of 11,000. 


Counrerreix Bruts.— A Toronto paper 
says:—‘‘ Some time ago counterfeit $10 On- 
tario Bank bills were found to be in circu- 
lation, Tho bills then noticed wero a oom- 
paratively clumsy counterfeit, but a second 
batch has been putin circulation of which 
the same cannot be said. In tho first set 
the name of no agency appeared on tho face 
of the bill. In the second the word “Poter- 
bore” is stamped across the baso of the note. 
Tho words ‘‘British America Bank: Com- 
pany,” omittedin the first forgery, aro 
now supplied. It is exceedingly difficult to 
detect the difference between the counterfeit 
note and the genuine one, and those who 
Are receiving money would do well to take 
these Peterboro bills only after fully satis- 
fying themselves of their genuineness.” 


Tue FLoops ix Hunoany.—Cablo des- 
patches of the 16th inst give additional de- 
tails of the fearful deputation made by the 
floods in Hungary, An official statement 
shows that of 9700 houses in Szogedin all 
except 261 have been destroyed, Most of 
the habitations destroyed were of the low- 
or classes of the population.

In 1873, said Mr. Tilloy, he could look 
back to's poriod of surpluses attended by 
yoarly lossoning taxation, To-day he was 
hardly alle to say what and how norious 
wore the difficulties of the country. Then, 
in 1873, we had prosperous banks, a possi- 
ble Pacific Railway, profitable manufac- 
tures, a great Western Indian trade, a 
great toa trade. Everything appeared 
prosperous and promising. To-day those 
things in some cases were lessened, in some 
casos destroyed ;but, though the cloud was 
upon us, he hoped that ithad ao silver 
lining. Mr. Tilley was not less apt in 
dwelling on the anxiety which all classes 
had shown for the introduction of tho 
National Pollicy. Even the Opposition had 
beon anxious for its introduction. But, 
though the Government were anxious not 
to lose aday, the difficulties in the way 
wero many. They found $15,600,000 of 
maturing debt to be paid, and $3,000,000 
was owing to contractors, and little to pay 
with except the Fishery award. It was 
necessary for the Finance Minister to go 
to England at once. His presence in Lon- 
don was essential, and the result of his 
visit was the loan of £3,000,000 sterling, 
At three o'clock off Friday,the 6th Decem- 
bor, about £1,700,000 sterling was tender- 
od for. On Monday, the 9th, the balanco 
was taken up. On the 12th the first instal- 
ment was paid. If it should be said that 
the loan ought to have been negotiated in 
May or Juno, when money was down to 2 
and 3 per cent., instead of in December 
when it was at 6 to 7 per cent., he would 
ask Mr. Cartwright to give the reason, Ho 
regretted that he had not more time to 
prepare the tariff.

thing over forty six thousand dollars. The 
saving of sole leather and of nervé material 
which would be effected by the use of the 
velvety asphalt in place of the grindstones 
would be worth in twenty-one years at least 
fifty thousand dollars a mile, 


For some years past it has been current- 
ly reported that the youngest son of her 
Her Najesty.Prince Leopold, entertains the 
desire of taking holy orders. Whatever 
truth there may be in this impression, it is 
curious to note that hitherto no legitimate 
son of an English monarch has entered the 
ecclesiastical profession, or even been sus- 
pected of an inclination therefor, Thero 
certainly seems to be no amall difficulty in 
the way of a Royal Prince becoming a 
clergyman, and as His Royal Highness is 
advertised to speak at a public meeting, in 
conjunction with such distingnished men as 
Mr, Gladstone and Mr, Goschen, on the 
subject of religious teaching in our univer- 
sities, it may, perhaps, be assumed that he 
possesses one of the many attributes neces- 
sary to tho eflicient exercise of that high 
calling. If Leopold does enver the Church, 
there can be little doubt that he will ulti- 
mately be advanced to the Episcopate. 


TerRiaLe DeaTu,—The terrible death hy 
starvation of Levi Wagqnseller, of Fair- 
mount, has occurred in Philadelphia, Last 
Christmas he swallowed his false teeth, 
three in number, ona silver plate, and 
fastened with hooks. It was impossible for 
him to swallow food. After a while the 
teeth moved down a little, but this ‘only 
madv matters worse, and completely closed 
the orifice to the stomach, He was seven 
weeks without food, showing remarkable 
endurance, and finally died of sheer inani- 
tion. A post-mortem examination found 
the teeth one inch and a half above the en- 
trance to the stomach, the hooks firmly im- 
bded in the flesh. Had the plate passed in- 
to the stomach, it is the opinion of the sur- 
goons that it would haye dissolved, andthe 
man’s life have been saved. But it pass- 
od down tho throat in a transverse way, 
and once lodged, displacoment was impos- 
sible, 


Mr. Darwin has furnished the <Agricul- 
tural Gazette with an account froman Aus- 
tralian paper of a new breed of sheep. It 
appears thata gentleman named Currie 
bought some merino rams from what is 
known as the Camden flock in New South 
Wales, tho origin of which was'a fow Soan- 
ish sheep from the private flock of King 
George IIT. After the Camden rams_ were 
taken to Victoria, lambs having floeces of 
a peculiar charactor appeared at intervals, 
oud du vbhvedocks the use of Camden rama 
Cauand the occasional appoarance of lambs 
with fleeces of peculiarly fine, lony,straight 
and lustrous fibre; but this was held to in- 
dicate weakness, and tho animals were dlis- 
corded. However some ton years ago Mr. 
Currie saved a ram lamb showing in a 
marked degree these characteristics and 
selected a fow owes with similar flooces 
rather less pronounced, and the result is 
what is now kuown asthe Larra Merino. 
The flock now numbers about 100 ewes,and 
great things aro expected of it, This is said 
to be the third instance on record of a dis- 
tinct variety of sheep making a sudden ap- 
pearance,

Mr. Pope's contagious diseases in the 
Cattle bill provides that the penalty for 
keeping diseased animals or for bringing 
them tothe market shall be $200, Tho 
same penalty is imposed for the throwing of 
carcases of diseased animals into any river 
or stream, while the penalty for digging up 
® buried carcase is $100. In the event of a 
railway company’s failing to make provis- 
ion for water and food for animals carried 
by them, they shall be liable toa fine not 
exceeding $50, and if the animals aro left 
without a supply for twelve consecutive 
Lone they shall be liable to a similar pen- 
alty.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 


Daan Sin,—Haying been requested by friends 
and acquaintances to w giving them infor- 
mation respecting Manitoba, I shall now do no, 
with your kind permission, through the columns 
of your valuable paper. 


Having settled in thu southwestern part of 
Manitoba, known a4 the Pembina mountains, 
after having travelled over a considerable portion 
of the Province, and several miles west of tho 
Little Saskatchowan River, in the Northwost 
Territories, I have come to 'the conclusion that 
no more desirable section for settlement could 
be found in Manitoba. 

The country has a beautiful appearance, being 
a rolling prairie, dotted with bluffa of poplar. 
Tho soil is a rich black loam, with slag subsoil. 
‘There has been a heayy emigration hore during 
the past year. I was informed by the agent at 
Winnipeg that there was twico as many, sottled 
in the Ri santelna during the past year aa there 
waa in any other district, Our local Agent has 
mado 1,120 entries since the office waa catabliahod 
here on tho first of last Tune ering an area of 
over 200,000 acres of homesteads, pre-emptions, 

fi laims, and wi lot ‘You can- 
not got tim on cach guakrer aeotion, but all 
timber ands exceeding 40 acres are reserved by 
the Government for wood lots, each settler re- 
ceiving 20 acres convenient to his homestead, at 
81 per acro. 

Tt will be a difficult matter to get rails for 
fencing; wire will no doubt be bed toa great 
extont ; good cedar posts can be procured in 
Winnipeg at ton cents each, and sufficient wire 
to excioes 80 acres, doliverod at Emerson, for 
3100. Building material is doar ; common lum- 
ber is worth $24 per 1,000 ft., flooring $30, shin- 
zles $4 and $4.50 per 1,000, and everything else 
fa proportion. Every saale or female/the head 
of a family, or any malo who has attained the 
age of 18 years, is entitled to be entered for one 
quarter section, and may alto enter for an ad- 
joining quarter section unclaimed, and takes 
pre-emption claim on it for $1 per acre at three 
years’ credit, the title remaining in the crown 
until the patent is issued, You will be required 
to pay $10 ns an entrance fee for your homestead 
if you make your own entry; {f made by your 
agent or friend, an additional fee of 320.will have 
to be paid as security that it will be settled on 
by the party for whom it was entered in one 
year, otherwise he forfeits his claim, Any set- 
tler relinquishing his or her claim, or who has 
been absént from the land for six months in one 
year without leave from the Minister of the Inte- 
rior, forfeits the claim, Which may be cancelled, 
‘and tho lot opened to fresh entry, Any person 
wishing to purchase Dominion lands may do so 
at any of the local offices by paving 81 per acre, 
or purchase scrip, which is selling now at $1-25 
to $1.60, Scrip is becoming very scarce. There 
are various descriptions of scrip available and 
offered for sale, among them soldiers’ land war- 
rants granted to them for military services, and 
scrip given for services in thi’ Mounted Police, 
These are all assignable, and easily transferred, 
The holder is entitled to 160 acres of land of his 
own selection, or any unsold Dominion lands, 
andthe sorip ix always accepted at the Land of- 
fices as so much cash. Scrip is also issued to 
half-breed heads of families and oa ear ae 
assignment is necessary to transfer any kind of 
sorip. The bearer is acknowledged to be the 
owner, and accepted at the office at all times ns 
such. Now, much better for the young man 
with limited means to! prooure a homestead on 
lands that are so rich and productive, and which 
will in a few years, by care and industry, place 
him in comfortable ciroumstancos, or on the high 
romd to wealth, than to live ina country where 
he can never expect to own as a farm.as he 
willget here for $10. $500 or $600 would be suf- 
ficient capital to begin with. The fertile lands 
are easily cultivated, no stones of any import- 
ance, nor stumps, or other obstructions to inter- 
rup’ ploughing,—while for stock raising and 
dairying it is unsurpassed.

Ontario, but Quebec,the Maritime Province and 
the Eastern States are well represented. The 
settlers from Ontario are from the eastern and 
western parts, very few comparatively from 
Hastings and the surrounding Counties, 

‘The machinery used here is mostly all of a 
superior aualier, Lhe ploughs and wagyons are 
mostly all imported from the United States, the 
reapers, mowers, harrows, cultivators, hayrakes, 
buggies, sleighs ‘and part of the threshing ma: 
chines are from Ontario, I would not advise 
parties intending to settle in the Mountains to 
go to Winnipeg, as they will save timo and 
inoney by stopping at Emerson ; they will get 
all the information they require at the Office 
there; the Land Office for the Mountains is 
situated at Nelsonville, 60 miles west of Emer 
son. .

We believe that there isa very strong 
desire amongst many of the legitimate and 
deserving traders throughout the country to 
have the insolvency law repealed. It is 
argued by them that it has outlived its 
usefulness and is now a serious injury to 
trade. Its effect upon the trade of Belle- 
ville has not been most favorable, and we 
may fairly assume that the experience of 
other places is the same. 

It is very generally admitted that an In- 
solvent Act is required at intervals to untie 
the hands of many unfortunates who by 
reason{of their load of debt are unable to do 

“anything for themselves or for their credit- 
ors, and are perforce drones when they 
would like to beactive workersand producers 
in the community. But itis also argued 

that a continuous Insolvent Act is destruc- 
tive of all business enterprise and morality.

It has and is 
bringing into the ranks of tradera men ut- 
terly unfit for the position, but who having 
little to lose and every thing to gain, take 
the chances, and buying goods at one- 
yuarter or one-half of their cost, 
force the man desiring to pay 100 
cents to the wall, or into the same way of 
doin, business. On tho other hand, it is 
‘Contended the fault is with the creditors, 
This may be, no doubt 
is, true to a great extent, but the question 
arises, will it ever change? Oreditors are 
in the hurry of life and business too much 
engrossed with the living, hopeful business 
of to-day to bother themselves much with 
the “‘dead ducks” of the past. Dishonest 
traders know and trade upon this feature 
of business, and wholesale dealers to a 
‘large extent say, ‘Well, we'll take our 
chance.” So instead of business prudence 
and caution wo have speculation andchance, 
and business principles and morality are 
undermined. 

We do not think that creditors can be 
induced to neglect their every-day business 
to look after their insolvent debtors, hence 
they leave it to others, and if the results 
aro not satisfactory they are themselyes to 
blame. 

One of the practical objections to the 

pagent Act is the appointment of Assignees 
Outside of the County in which the estate 
is situate. At first sight one would say 
the majority of creditors should have the 
choice of the assignee, and dispose of the 
estate as they think fit; but experience 
shows that the majority of the creditors live 
in Toronto and Montreal ; they have a friend 
—mayhap 4 relative—in the assignee busi- 
ness. Tho minority of the creditors reside 
in the same locality as the insolvent, and 
could and would supervise the liquidation 
of the ostate if placed in the hands of a lo- 
cal assignee. The majority govern. A 
foreign assignee is appointed ; the foreign 
creditors pay little or no attention to the 
liquidation ; the local creditors cannot, and 
tho assignee generally does as he likes, 

It is said that it is unjust that ono cred. 
itor should be paid in full, and the others 
nothing. Truo, but it is admitted that un- | 
der the present system, all of tho croditors 
got next to nothing ; and if tho old Jaw was 
restored, it is contended that wholesale

Hon, Mr. Reap gave notice that ho would 
move that this House is of tho opinion that in 
view of tho largo deficits for several years past 
| it is inoxpodient to continue the construction 
| of the Georgian Bay Branch Railway or to 

inake further payments asm subsidy to the 
Canada Central Railway until such time as it 
is found that tho revenue fully moots tho ox- 
penditure of the country. 
THE COMMONS. 

‘The resolutions relating to certain proposed 
restrictions to prevent tho introduction or the 
spread of contagious diseases or infectious 
diseased animals, introduced by the Minister 
of Agriculture, were passed in Committe of 
the Whole and roferred to the Committee of 
the Whole on the Bill relating to the samo 
subject. During the disoussion on the roso- 
lution it was stated by tho Promior that a 
Contagious Diseaso Bill relating to baman 
beings, aad precisely similar to that enforced 
in Great Britain, had been placed on the 
statute books of the country and could be ap- 
plied to garrison towns at any timo. 

As per arrangement, the debate on the tar- 
iff resolutions was re:umed, after some discus: 
sion as to the manner in which the debate 
should be conducted. 

Mr. Fiyxw contended that the proposed 
tariff, besides pressing heavily on tho Marl- 
time Provinces, was a gross violation of the 
agreement entered into at Confederation, and 
fulfilled the prophecies of those who opposed 
Confederation. 

Mr. Dovit said, as the ropresentativo of a 
Nova Scotia constituency, that that Province 
had declared by a majority vote in  fayor of 
protection, Tho tariff of fifty cents on coal 
would not give the Ontario marketa to tho 
Nova Scotia coal mine owners, but sevonty- 
tive cents would do so, and ultimately compel 
the Americans to romoye their duties on coal. 
With the national policy, except so far as at 
touched coal and two or three items, he did 
not think any fau t could be found. It was, 
of course, impossible to get a perfect measure 
at first. The hoo. member for Richmond had 
referred to increased taxes for the Nova Sco- 
tians under the tariff, For his part he believed 
thata mark»t for their coal aud for othor ar 
ticles they had to dispose of would ore than 
counterbalance any increased taxation they 
might have to meet, As to the duty on flour, 
he might say that the hon, member tor Lamb- 
ton had proved most conclusively thrt a duty 
on flour was not going to increase its cost 
We produced more flour than we consumed, 
The AS member for Lambton had said that 
any taxation put on was not going to increase 
the price, because the price was regulated by 
the price in the European market. 

Mr Mackenzie explained that his state 
ment that the imposition of duty would not 
affect the price of flour applied only to pro- 
ducing Ontario. He always believed that in 
the Maritime Provinces, which imported from 
the United States, t © price would be in- 
creased by the imposition of a duty. 

Mr. McLennan said that the chango in th® 
personnel of the House was signiticant of th® 
change of feeling which had taken place in 
the country, and indicated the progress which 
was being made in questions of fiscal policy. 
‘The change which had occurred was in har- 
mony with that taking place in the whole 
civilized world. He congratulated tho Fin- 
ance Minister on his good fortuno in having 
to deal with the trade question ata time when 
the Dominion was looking fora change, and 
ata time when he could treat it with a strong 
hand. 

Mr. Dovutt said he roso to a question of 
privilege. Hoe (Mr, Doull) made a statement 
in his speech that the hon. member for Lamb- 
ton had said when in the Lower Provinces 
that a.duty on flour would not increase the 
cost tothe consumer. The hon, gentleman 
denied having said that, But here was tho 
btatement the hon. gentleman made in Hali- 
fax when he visited that city for the purpose 
of influencing the electors, though without 
eudéess, ia his fayor. Tho statement was, as 
reported in the organ of his party in that 
Provines.

Mr. CHarvton addressed the House at some 

length, admitting that the Government had 
kept their promises to the people. He con- 
tended that the manufacturers of Canada had 
become wealthy under a protective policy,and 
in summing up, said that the National Policy 
was designed to rob the farmer, the lumber- 
man, the laborer, tho shipowner, and every 
man who received a fixed salary, and finall 
it would enable the manufacturer to rob all 
classes, (Laughter.)

Dirty Milk Cans. 


It may not be generally known that cans 
that are not kept thoroughlycleanare Jiable 
to impart to the milk a dangerous fermen- 
tive poison. Very recently a case occurred 
in London where a family suffered an at- 
tack of sickness and purging immediately 
after partaking of the usual morning’s milk. 
A physician was called in who traced the 
causes of the attack to the dirty cans from 
which the milk had been taken. Dr, Mu- 
ter, in his report of the case, says that the 
milk delivered to him was in the can in 
which it came, and also a larger amount of 
the same milk which had been boiled was 
likewise submitted. From the latter ho 
mado a careful search for poisons, but with 
& nogative result. On opening the can ho 
was struck by the foul smell which oman- 
ated from it, and on putting the milk un- 
der the microscope he found nothing which 
indicated disease, but noticed some bodies 
which appeared to be fungoid cells, Ho 
then turned his attention to the can and 
found that the smoll, although partly com- 
municated to the milk, really existed 
chiefly in that yeasel. On washing the can 
ho obtained decided appearances of fun- 
goid growths, and some bacteria adhering 
to the joints, which were ontirely filled by 
4 mass of decomposing milk coustituents. 
Ho at.once concluded that tho milk had 
boon rendered poisonous by boing placed in 
thisdirty can, and he reported accordingly. 
His conclusion is that a poison, probably of 
a fungoid naturo, can form in milk vessels 
when they have havo had tho milk harden- 
| ing inthem, and are only given a slight 
perfunctory rinse. 

Woe think that selling skim milk, or milk 
adulterated with water, is a virtue as com- 
pared with nelling mill brought to our 
doors in dirty cans. Wo aro not in favor 
of increasing tho class of public officers 
known as inspectors, but a rigid official ox- 
amination of tho milk cans brought into 
ourcitios mado at frequent but irregular 
periods, wo think, would be eminently 
salutary. Oanson their return from the 
cities should always undergo a thorough 
scouring and scalding before being again 
fillod. It ina poor oxcnne for the farmor 
that his cans are kept so long on tho road 
that he has no time to clean them. Thoy 
should be bright, and shine both inside and

Mr. Horton called the attention of the 
House to the fact that ‘a second copy of the 
Votes and Proceedings of Friday last had 
been issued. 

Mr. Sreaker explained that it was a cor- 
rect copy. 

Mr. Hoxton asked that. a list of errata 
should be prepared, showing the difference. 

Sir Joun Macbonaxp agreed to hayesuch 
errata prepared, 

Mr. Bowery laid on the table a return 
showing the amount of duties paid during 
February, 1879, on teas, sugar, wine, cot- 
ton and spirits. 

In reply to. Mr, Trow, Sir Joun Mao- 
DONALD said that the Government do not 
intend making any change in the rate of 
postage on newspapers in the county or city 
of publication, during the present session, 


Mr. Keever moved for the correspond- 
ence relating to the transmission during 
the recent Dominion elections of a certain 
letter marked *‘ private and contidential,” 
then on the file on the Post-office Depart- 
ment at Ottawa to avote in the East rid- 
ing of Northumberland, He thought -it 
Was unnecessary to repeat the charge made 
the other day against the last Post-Master 
General whom ho hoped, for the credit of 
our public men, would be able to’ explain 
his action ‘satisfactorily and show he had 
done nothing unworthy of an hon, mem- 
ber occupying that high position. 

Mr, Hunrinoron asked the hon. mem- 
ber to repeat his allegations. 


Mr. Keever said the charge was this- 
In the recent canvass in his riding he called 
upon a gentleman in one of tho townships 
whom he hoped to find a cordial te dad 
and to his surprise was informed by the 
gentleman that he was obliged to remain 
neutral during the élections and could not 
give him (Mr, Keeler) hissupport and vote. 
The gentleman produced a letter which 
he (Mr, Keeler) had written to Hon. Mr, 
Campbell, then Post-Master General, con- 
tainingsome uncomplimentary reflection on 
the father of that gentleman. That letter 
was marked ‘private and confidental.” 
and was in his (Mr. Keeler’s) handwriting, 


but being able to explain the causes. which 
yeu ares: eat 


yoteas usual, The gontleman’ told him 
it had been sont to him by the late mem- 
ber for tho riding (Mr. Biggar), and he had 
received it from another party, who was 
not named, This was an act of very great 
impropriety on the pact of the late Post- 
Master-General, or some officerjin his de- 
partment. Ho submitted the motion in 
order to ascertain at whose door the blame 
was, and he hoped the late Postmaster- 
Genoral would be able to give satisfactory 
explanation of the matter. 

Mr. Huntrnoron said that he was anx- 
ious to be in a position to explain the mat- 
ter to the House, ho went to the Secretary 
of the Post Office Department, who explain- 
ed that a member of Parliament had access 
to the papers in the Codrington case, but 
but none of the papers were marked pri- 
vate. Ho had no recollection of the oase 
referred to by the hon. member who had 
mado the motion. Jt was. not unuscal to 
afford members of the House access to pap- 
ers in a Department, 

Sir Joun Macvonarpsaidhe had a mem- 
orandum from the Post Office Departmont 
on the subject, which said that Mr, Biggar, 
then the member for East Northumber- 
land, called at the Post Office Department 
and asked to see papers relating to the ap- 
pointment in 1872 of one Mr. Ray to tho 
Post Office Department. Lf the papers wero 
not marked “private and confidential,” it 
was not, of coarse, unusual to show them. 
Among the papers was a letter addressed by 
Mr. Keeler, not to the Hon. Mr. Campbell 
but to the Hon. Mr. Campbell's private 
secretary, complaining of the rH sas te 
It appeardd from the information hoe (Sir 
Jubn) got from the Department the letter 
was not marked ‘‘priyate and confidential. 
Mr. Biggar in the first place, asked for the 
lottor, but the hon, member for Shofford de- 
plinod to lat hin have it, Afbeswasde Iror- 
6ver, he consented, and no doubt it was 
mado use of in order to deprive the present 
member of Hast Northumborlandof a voto. 

Mr. Huntixoron romarked that thero 
was 4 discrepancy between the 
information the right hon. 
gentleman had and tho information he (Mr. 
Huntington) had. He was suro the lotter 
was not off the files during tho election.

“7 am a part of all that I have met.” 


As the sunshine and the storms of the 
years are absorbed by the growing trees, 
so the influences and characters of those ho 
meets enter into the character of the grow- 
ing boy. Bitter and hard words and deeds 
tend to harden und sour him, kind and 
generous deeds and words are seeds cast 
into thesoil of his young nature, which 
shall. in due time bring forth fruit accord- 
ing to their kind, 

There is ona thing with regard to the 
young folks which even parents commonly 
forget. They,in common with their elders, 
have difficulties and annoyances which re- 
quire sympathy and help. Because boys 
are fall of spirit and life, and frequently get 
into mischief by this overflow of vivacity, 
it is too often thought that the main busi- 
neas of home education is to repress their 
impulsive energy, and keep them down.

“T haye asad story to tell You have 
probably heard some reports about the epi- 
domic prevailing in Russia Tt is a most 
fearful disease, brought*here by the soldiers 
from thé East. 1t has spread in the South- 


ern provinces of Russia ata x Apia. rate.

The government has placed a, cordon) of 
soldiers around the infected provinces, so 
that the people cannot get out and spread 
the disease. Any one who attempts to leave 
and break through theeprdon are shotdead 
on the spo ' 

“The people are beginning to feel uneasy 
all over thoempire. Tho government, of 
course, does not allow the news to get out. 
All reports are snppressed; but the worst of 
all isithati ndbody can get out of the: em- 
pire. Tho-Austrian,and, Gorman goyern- 
ments have placed a double cordon of soldi- 
ers along the frontiers, perenne, all per- 
sons from entering their territory from 
Russia, All persons from Russia by rail- 
road arestopped at thie frontier and detained 
twenty days in quarantine, their baggage 
and clothing disinfected, and if they prove 
all right, after/the lapse: of twenty days 
theyaneipermitted to cross, the. border. 
During tho;.twenty. days quarantine the 
people are housed in large sheds and barns, 
Without any accomodation or comforts.’ Of 
couraé, a knowledge of this fact keeps beo- 
plo frem travelling, There is no possibility 
of slipping out anywhere. 

‘May God grant thatthe disease—‘Black 
Post,’ as they call it here—may in some way 
Bo checked. I believé the government is 
doing all in its power to prevent the dis- 
easy from spreading ; but ifib is not stayed 
soon,then. the victims may fall by the thou- 
sands daily... It is, much worse than, the 
yellow fever was in the South Inst summer. 
Tt was brought by « Tartar soldier wmonth 
ago, who on leaving tho Turkish’ ‘territory, 

lied off from a dead Turk on the; battle- 
field, a handsome silk shawl, which he tied 
around his body. On arriving in his native 
town he presented the shawl to his’ swoot- 
heart, a girl of nineteen yoars. She tied it 
around her body, and danced about for joy 
in.a'room in which were some. twenty-five 
eople. In two hours. sho died, and five 
Fourk aftor the introduction of the shawl in- 
to the room the Wee ait of twenty-five 
had died.)

Tho proposition of the lambermen to re- 
duco the rato of harbor duos on saw logs 
from throo-quartora of a cont por picce to 
ono cont on each standard log (20 inchos in 
diameter) and to reduce the rato on cedar 
posts over 14 foot long from 1 cent por 
piece to ¢ cont, will doubtless be considered

Failing tho acceptance of{thoir proposition 
they threaten to press for the passage of 
their bill forthe ropeal of the harbor duos. 

Tho matter is one of great importance, 
and cannot be considered with too much 
caro and caution. It is doubtless correct 
that the average sizo of saw logs has do" 
creased since the Act was passed in 1870’ 
but other circumstances have changed as 
woll, As for instance, owing to the rapid 
clearing up of the country, the drive can 
no longer be made at so carly a period as 
formerly. Owing to tho more impetuous rush 

of the waters in the spring, tho logs must 
be held back longer, consequently being 
drivon at a lower stage of water, more bark 
ia of necessity turn from the logs, and con- 
sequently more debris is deposited in the 
harbor, whereby additional oxpense is caus- 
ed in dredging. Furthermore, even at the 


presont rate the revenue arising from the 
harbor is insufficient for its maintenance, 
as the following statement, which has beon 
compiled from the Treasurer's books, will 
show :—

Now as the average receipts from saw- 
logs during the eight years in which 
the Act has been in operation have been 
$1,950, and as the proposed reduction would 
cause a loss of one-third of this revenue, pr 
$650 per annum, it is quite apparent that 
the proposition would make the harbor a 
heavy annual charge upon the taxpayers 
without the Government made up the defi-

the harbor be abandoned, as the trade of 
the city would be destroyed by the filling 
up of the approaches to the wharves, and 
moreover greater damage than ever would 
in each year be caused to property situated 
on the low-lying lands adjacent to the river, 
not only near its mouth, but far up tho 
stream ; some experience of which has 
unhappily been had during the winter 
which is now passing away, 

Again, the rates imposed here are, as they 
stand, very low compared with those prey- 
alent in other places on similar classes of 
articles, To illustrate, we give the rates 
imposed respectively at Belleville and at 
Trenton on forest products :

The rates at Trenton are much higher, 
it will be seen, than here, and at Port 
Hope they are still higher. Therefore, we 
are firmly of opinion that what the lumber- 
men ask with reference to saw logs is gross- 
ly unjust, and ought to be resisted with 
all tho influence which the Council can 
bring to bear. A petition in reference to 
tho matter has been drawn up, which will 
doubtless be signed by every citizen to 
whom it is presented, and wo hope that 
the necessary effort will be made to procure 
signatures. Our case isa good one, and 
tho people of Belleville will trust to Par- 
liament to do justice in the premises. 

With reference to the position of Mr. 
White in regard to this matter, he states 
that after conyorsation with the lumber- 
men and with the civic deputation he ad- 
vised a compromise, and that he under- 
stood that the proposition which was mado 
emanated from the deputation. Consider- 
ing the proposition a fair one, he stated 
that he would support it, and that he in- 
tends to do so whether the Council accepts 
it or not.

Mipister of Finance frankly proclaims that it 
is a leading purpose of his hostile tariff to bring 
us to consent to such a treaty. Why shoule 
not our Governmont acize so favorable an oppor: 
Thy not strike while the iron in hot 
w Canadian tariff, if con 
is to build up interests 
nt cannot afterward aban- 
uit « violation of justice. Thoro will 
oriod when a reciprocity treaty can

FOR RESISTANCE. 
Lonvox, March 24.—Thore appears to 
bo some mystery connected with the latest 
news from South Africa. His Royal High- 
neas the Duke of Cambridge, commander- 
in-chiof of her Majesty's forces, stated in 
tho House of Lords this afternoon that he 
hud not received any communication from 
General Chelmsford complaining of too 
great mental and physical strain upon him 
caused by the war, But tho letter which 
has been published as coming from Gen, 
Chelmsford and expressed in this senso, 
was believed to be wholly authentic. The 
Duke of Cambridge further stated that tho 
Governmont had already sent out a major- 
genoral to aid General Chelmsford, but not 
to supersede him. Popular opinion, how- 
ever, continues to be strongly against Gen, 
Chelmsford, and the action of the Govern- 
ment in retaining him in the chief com- 
mand has caused much comtnent. 

Lord Lytton, Vicoroy of India,tolegraphs 
that Yakoob Khan has apparently deter- 
mined to make a desperate resistance to 
the further advance of the British troops 
toward Oabul. Yakoob Khan has sent 600 
of his adheronts with six guns to Butkoh, 
and much severe fighting is still to be ap- 
prehended, Several small skirmishes have 
recently taken place. Col. Brown is con- 
contrating his command at Jellalabad, and 
Col. Roberts is moving with all his men to- 
ward Poiwar. In the region of Candahar 
all is quiet, but tho Viceroy evidently anti- 
cipates no little trouble in the immediate 
future.

If the 
imagination of the ordinary poet weighs a 
pound, does that of Shakespeare weigh a ton ? 
(Laughter.) The audience might laugh, but it 
was at the expense of TyodalJ, and those who 
hold that qualities of matter and mind can 
belong to one substance.

Hints on Maple Sugar Making. 


The following seasonable hints as to the 
best manner of making maple sugar, we clip 
from a recent issue of the Albany (N.¥.)

The tapping should be prompt and rapid, 
as soon as suitable weather really comes—not 
till then, A drizzling run, that freezes before 
the sap can be gathered, never makes the best 
syrup, and buckets, spouts a

Sap 
should nover stand over night in the buckets 
if it can be avoided, but should be gathered 
as late as possiblo betore dark, and boiled as 
soon and as rapidly as possiblo. It begins to 
deteriorate almost as soon as it leaves the treo, 
especially if it is very warm, or on the other 
hand, if it freezes and thaws, 

The sugar-house, its location and arrange- 
ment. ‘Tho sugar maple seldom grows spon- 
taneously, except on ground that is somewhat 
rolling, and in almost every sugar camp can 
be found sido-hill advantages in a sufficiently | y 
central location. This is where the house 
should be erected. 

Tho patent sorghum evaporator is, in my 
opinion, the only pan that will mako the very 
best grade of syrup uniformly, rapidly and in 
large quantities. Kettles were longsince aban- 
doned, and flat sheet-iron pans introduced ; 
and nowthe latter are fast becoming Ne 
planted, among tho best sugar makers, by the 
patent evaporator. The principle is that of 
tho rapid evaporation of a very shallow body 
of sap moving slowly and trausversely over 
hot and cool spaces. ‘This result ix secured 
by a succession of ledges, or ‘crimps,”’ run- 
ning crosswiso of the pan, one every Bix 
inches of the pan’s length, the first moet the 
side on the right, and the next on tho left, 
and soon. The cool spaces are secured by 
letting the pan project beyond the fire on 
each side. ,

split it. 

Perfect cleanliness snd swootnoss of vosse 
and sap is anothor essential, Soald all buckets 
about anco a wok, and store troughs, ovapor- 
ators, &c,, much oftener, 1t costa a good 
deal, but paya in the product. With a cask 
of hot water and a team, two mon will scald 
woll 1,200 buckets at the trees in a day, and 
thoro is almost always a rest between “rans” 
ns long a4 that each woek, Tho trough rons 
into the house just far enough to feed tho sap 
into tho heaters, but not to sour that in tho 
storo-trough by the heat of the fire. The store 
trough or troughs should have closo. fitting 
covers, to protect from rain, sun and froozing 
by night. 

‘Tho flavor of syrup is best retained by can- 
ning or jugging hot like fruit, and sotting in 
fn cool, dry part of tho cellar, Jugs of ayrup 
should never bo set on a damp cellar botten. 
Tho bottoms of jug# are seldom glazod outaide, 
and the moisture sometimes moulds tho syrup. 

At tho close of tho season, every vossel 
should be washed, scalded and wiped with 
norupulous care and the buckota rtored bottom 
nido np,ready at a momont's notice for next 
your's tapping.

‘The annual report of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation for 1878 has just been published. The 
range committed in its report saya that the 
range at Creedmoor is in excellent condition,but 
that some expense will be incurred during the 
coming year in renewing the lining of the ‘main 
butts, which are badly decayed.

The report of the 
‘Lreasurer of the Association shows that the re- 
ceipts for the year were $21,093.04, of which 
$1,893.91 were received on account of the range, 
$2,595.35 on account of matches, 81,547 on ac- 
count of Ca eee and $4,600 on account of 
cash from the State National Rifle Association, 
notes, etc, The disbursements amounted to 
$20,946.48, of which $6,557.88 were on account 
of the range, $3,012.89 on account of the office,

‘An interesting trial was opened to-day in the 
Uaited States District Court, The case is that 
of DeBoigne M. Bennett, who was indicted for 
sending obscene matter through the mails in the 
shape of a book entitled ‘* Cupid's Jokes, or the 
Binding Foroes of Conjugal Life.”

A letter frem Paris sa¥# :—‘©M. de Cochery, 
tho new minister of posts and telegraphs, has 
submitted a bill to the chamber,under which the 
post office will undertake the collection of bills 
and other debts not exceeding 500 francs. "The 
creditor will send a rerabered? letter to debtors 
through the post office, which in case of failure 
will return to him without being bound to assign 
any reason, A letter will cost 25 centimes, tho 
postman will be allowed 25 centimes and the 
collecting office will charge 25 centimes, but the 
two latter sums will be reduced to 10 centimes in 
the case of any debt undér 10 francs. The com- 
mittee will be sent by post office order by the 
usual rule. The post office may also receive sub- 
scriptions tor newspapers and magazines at a 
charge of three per cent.

The Empress Hugenie and the War 
of 1870. 


Many have laid on the Empress Eugenio 
the responsibility of the Franco-Prussian 
war ; and to such an extent as a lady may 
bo held answerable for such a great affair, 
she no doubt was so.

“A French Marshal ought to bo ashamed 
to use such craven language,” The Mar- 
shal bowed, and left the room. In tho 
ante-chambeor ho asked for pon and paper, 
and wrote out his resignation ; but Be ‘ore 
he had signed it the Emperor came out and 
begged him not to quarrel with a lady. 
“D'Imperatrice a se snerfs,” were his 


. Majesty's textual words, and ho added the 


request that the Marshal would stay at his 
postand do his best. This is Lebouf's 
own version of tho matter,and he complains 
to this day that he went to war against his 
will. The Empress cannot be blamed, 
however, for having been indignant to hear 
that the Army was unready. It speaks 
rather toher credit that she trusted her 
husband's advisers sufliciontlyto think that 
they had done their duty in making the 
troops officient.—London Truth.

April lst ‘Tho season usually consists of eight 
| or nine months, leaving the men idle about 
one quarter of the yoar. It ia woll for employ: 


| ors to considor if they cannot better afford to 
| give atoady employment, There is work to 
be done at all seasons if sought for. 

} ‘The change of woather often exposes men 
working in the open air to great risks. To 
keep tho feot dry is yory necessary, A woll- 
drained barnyard is one preventive of wet foot 
nad wearing rubber boots wherever water or 
mud is to be encountered, is another, The 
Jatter will serve in all cases. 

Horsos' foot should be woll cared for in the 
slashy condition of the roads, When brought 
iu from from work, horses should be well rab- 
bed*down witha piece of blanket, and tho 
feet and legs thoroughly dried, The friction 
will remove tho chilling ¢ffect of the cold 
slush ; but if this is left upon the feet, the 
skin may become diseased, anid cracked heels 
or foot foyer result from the carelessness, 
Surface water is to be let off from fields and 
roada before the ground is deeply thawed. 
This will avoid wasteful and annoying wash- 
ing of gulleya. 

Drains should be iaspeoted and the outlets 
cleared of elogying ice and snow. 

Clover seed may be sown this month upon 
the bare ground after a slight frost. By sow: 
ing upon a light flurry of snow, upon which 
tho seed can be neon, a very even cast may be 
made, 

Harrowing fall grain is in order as soon as 
the ground isdry. 1t will help to cover up 
plants that bave been loosened by heaving, 
and will aid woak planta to push ahead, A 
dressing of artificial fertilizers will be a great 
benetis to these crops, 


Artificial fertilizing seems to bo the most 
important question now before farmers, tis 
a comparatively Row thing hore, But there is 
no other way to procure the necessary manure 
to cultivate all our fields, and to got the larg- 
est crops, Half methods will ares pay. 
We have a wide market to fill and prices are 
low, To make thiogasaven we must produce 
more. It ia well to consider s-riously how far 
one can *xperiment with artificial fertilizers 
this season as a guide for future. 

A Cavrioy.— Buy no fertilizers without 
koowmg precisely what they consist of. Pe- 
ravian Guano, and other reliable fertilizers, 
when geou‘ne, always have a brand upon the 
bags, with a statement of their analysis, 
Special manures aro sold by responsible deal 
ers, according to known formulas, which should 
be studied by the purchaser, that he may 
know what he is getting and how to use it. 


Cows.—Want of care during the winter 
Teayes a cow vory poor and weak in the spring. 
Any animal that is out of condition should be 
well cared for now. A mess of warm bran 
slop,with one ounce of ginger stirred in, will 
be very useful. It is not safe to over feed, 
espécially with stimulating food. 


Catves,—A calf that is infested with vermin 
may be kaown by its rough coat covered with 
ticks. Tho young animals should be freed 
from these pests at once. A mixture of lard 
and sulphor rabbed along the spine and on 
the brisket will be effective ; and a dose of a 
tablespoonful of sulphur and molasses, once a 
day for a week, will help greatly to drive 
away lice and prevent disease,

It mainly affects the best kopt animals. ‘lo 
previa it, give the sulphur and molasses, and 
eed no trial. To reduce the condition gradu- 
ally is an effective preventive. Medicines 
come too late in this disease, which is almost 
surely fatal at this season, 

Suesr,—A {ew one-ounce doses of a mix- 
ture of equal parts of sulphur and cream of 
tartar will relieve tho irritation of the skin 
common in tho earl: sprint and the loss of 
much wool by rubbivg. Ewes should have 
dry and clean pens and yards, Abundant 
litter is no remedy for a wet floor ; a dry 
board is better than a foot of damp straw for 
a bed. 

Lamas.—Early lambs may be pushed for- 
ward by giving thoni a little frosh cow’s milk. 
They will soon learn to drink this from a pan. 
Tho milk should be given warm from a fresh 
cBw,aquarter of a pint toameal. Do not 
overfeed any young animal ; that retards, in- 
stead of assisting growth, 

Swix —Separate breeding sows from other 

igs, and provide them with a warm dry pen, 

ded with leaves or cut straw, and furnish- 
ed with a rail fastered eight inches from the 
floor and from the wall to prevent the young 
pigs from beings crushed. It is well to give 
the sow half a pint of now linseed-oil a few 
days before farrowing,and immedistely after ; 
this may prevent her from destroying the 
pigs. 

Sreixo Worx.—The first work isjgo ro- 
place fences laid by thé winter storms. Thore 
1s nothing gained by plowing too early. The 
soil should be dry betore a furrow is turned. 
Manure may be drawn out ; stones can be 
gathered from frozen ground when the warmth 
of the sun has loosened them, 

Povutrry.—Unless great cleanliness is ob- 
served, the poultry-houses will become offen- 
sive and uawholesome in the damp and warm- 
er weather. Clean often, and sprinkle with 
plaster and coal ashes, or dig up the earthen 
floor and froshen it. “If lice or fleas abound, 
apply groage or kerosene oil to the perches ; 
it wil spread from these to the fowls. Pro- 
vide warm, sheltered resting places for tho 


carly setting hens, and a glass covered coop 
aoe the chicks. Foed young chicks little, but 
often, 


_ Too.s.—Every implement needs overh 
ing, and many will require repairing. This is 
nearly the last opportunity of getting things‘'to 
righta” before they will be needed, Sharpen 


and oil them thoroughly ; look well for mins- 
ing bolts; change round for syuaro headed 
bolts, and put everything in working order.

He showed that his 
estimates of revenue had always been under 
and not over the mark, and that in order

Canada was ready to fizlit 
for England if need be, and the present 
tariff was nota disloyal one. Indeed, if 
Mr. Cartwright bad been compelled to put 
five per cent. on the tariff, he would have 
done ten times'as much injury to Great 
Britain as the present tariff would have 
been likely to do. For twelve years we 
had. refrained from imposing, reciprocal 
duties on the products of the United States. 
If now we have imposed such duties we do 
so with the public assurance that if the 
United States would reduce their duties we 
would follow suit. “@hat there could or 
should bo any unkind feeling on the part of 
the United States towards Canada was not 
to bo expected. Canada had mado all 
possible friendly advances, and it now re- 
mained for the United States to make ad-, 
vances in their turn. Mr, Tilley mado a 
direct and deadly assault on Mr, Ross, of 
Middlesex. That genuleman had said it 
would be a calanity (if the people were 
taught to look to Parliament and the Gov- 
ernment for relief in great business troubles. 
“ But,” said Mr. Tilley, ‘* when a great 
evil like intemperince was striking terror 
into the country, Mr. Ross took another 
view of the matter and came to Parliament 
and the Government as the proper source 
of relief.” Ou Mr, Charlton, too, Mr, 
Tilley made a_half humorous, half-con- 
temptuous assault, pointing out in clearer 
light than heretefore Mr. Charleton’s 
inexcusable inconsistency. The poor 
man had more to hope from

Ti German Tarriry.—Tho Berlin Com-~ 
mission to sevise the Customs tarriff have 
concluded their labora. The Commission de- 
termined to retain the existing duty, and to 
impose highor duties on corn and cotton goods, 
timber and iron. The proposed duty on bar- 
ley is reduced one half, and the import duty 
on copper rescinded. The duty on butter and 
cheese is increased more than was at first con- 
templated. The committee of tho Federal 
Council have reported in favor of a more mod- 
erate duty on foreign tobacco, namely, forty 
marks on tobacco home-grown, and fifty 
marks on foreign production. 


Sovar Cooxixc.—Mr, Mouchot’s apparatus 
for cooking by means of solar heat has attrac 
ted much attention in Paris, It consists of a 
trancated conc mounted on a stand similar to 
the tripod of a level, so constructed that the 
axis of the cone can be adjusted to suit tho 
position of the sun; the inner service of the 
cone is polished, reflecting the rays of the sun 
toward the axis of the cone, whore a glass 
cylinder is placed, serving as a receptacle for 
the water that is to be distilled or the food 
that isto be cooked. With a cone sixteen 
inches in diameter and ten inches high, M. 
Mouchot has succeeded in cooking beef in 
three hours and thirty minutes in France, 
while only the hours were required in Algeria, 
poultry was cooked in twenty-five minutes in 
France, and twenty in Algeria,

American Views of Canada’s Re- 
sponsibility.

Wasurxotow, D, C,, March 28,—At the 
Cabinet meeting to-day tho situation on the 
Canadian border relative to the probable cross- 
ing of Sitting Bull and his forces into the ter- 
ritory of the United States, without firat ac- 

copting the terms of surrender offered by this 

Government, was fully discussed. In view of 

the facts prosented by tho Secretaries of War 

and Interior it was not thought that any im- 

mediate complications would occur. Sitting 

Bull and his people aro regarded by this Gov: 

ernment as inhabitants of the Dominion of 

Canada, and it is believed that the Canadian 

Government will do what it can to prevent a 

hostile inyasion of this country by those peo. 

ple. But unless Major Walsh, commander of 
the Canadian police force of observation, is 
largely reinforced it is not believed he can ac- 
complish much, beyond observing and report- 
ing upon the movements of the Indians. Ho 
certainly would be powerless to prevent the 
Indians crossing into the United States in 
caso thoy so decide, The United States forces 
on the border have been so placed as to bo 
able to keep strict watch on the moyements of 
the Indians on this side, and also of the movo- 
ments of any from the other side who may 
come near the border. The opinion is enter- 
tained in official circles that if the Indians 
contemplate a hostile movement they aro 
maturing their plans secretly, Every effort, 
however, is being made by both sides to 
ascertain the secrets of tho Indian camp. 

General Miles, commanding the United States 

forces on the American side of the Canadian 

border, will leave here about the first of April 
to join his command. 

At army headquarters the opinion is enter- 
tained that we will, at the proper time and 
place, have a sufficient force to make a final 
nottloment with Sitting Bull in case he shall 
pay us a visit.

Home Rule for Ireland. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Drak Sir,—As tho question of '* Home 
Rule for Ireland” has recently been advocat- 
ed in our city it would not be amiss that your 
readers should know the real sentiments, and 
jatentions of the Irish Home Rulers. I there- 
for ask your atteption and that of tho readers 
of the InreruiceNcer to the following ad- 
dross recently delivered by Mr. Biggar, M, 
P., for County Cavan, Irelend :— 


Mr. Biggar, Mi P., addressed a mecting of 
Irishmen jn Bez.nondeesy on Sunday evening on 
“ The Future of the Irish Race.” By ‘‘the Irish 
race" Mr, Biggar said he meant to include a” 
Irishmen of the Roman Catho'o faith wherever 
they were to be found. Protestants he did no 
consider Irishmen atall. They were merely West 
Britons,who had by accident been born-in Ire- 
land 5 and from his ovwn experience he could say 
they were the bitterest enemica of Ireland. Ho re- 
joiced that Irishmon had plung to their faith. It 
waa that which had preserved their pationality, 
and had prevented their being absorbed and loyt 
sight of in the ,-cat Eng''sh and Scotch 
towas where they had settled. By Mr. 
Gladstone's Land Act the tenant-farmer of Ire- 
land had been considerably benefited. He could 
obtain compensation for his improvements, and 
thereby cacape the workhouse in his old age. 
But how wha that Act obtsined? By fear, 
Mr. Gladstone himuelf admitted that it was the 
Fenian rising which compelled him to it, ow, 
he (Mr. Biggar) wor'd not say whether he him- 
self was or was not» Fenian, but if any one 
called him a Fenian he would answer that he did 
not count thatany disgrace, Physical force was 
the one thing for which the Engl'sh governing 
clases cared, Thoy cared nething for justice, 
they cared nothing for reason, they cared noth- 
ing for the righta of the people, olther Irish or 
English. They were moved only by thojr fonr. 
He did not mean thelr fears for their personal 
safety, ‘They know they had the police and the 
military to protect them, and they ¢'d not fear 
personal violence. Bus it was possible—he 
vould not say probable—that some fine day the 
demooracy wonld break loose, and the London 
warehouses and the Japcasbire factories would 
be reduced to ashes, and the ahipping in the 
‘Thames and in thé Merney seton fire; and that 
was an outlook which the English govesaing 
classes did not "ke. Hoe urged all his countiy- 
men to unite in some organization—ho did not 
care which—and make ps much display of phy- 
sical force as porsiblo.

Aquatics in Hngland. 


(Correspondence of The Globe) 


Livanroor, Eng,, 
March 13th, 1879. 

Tho bright days now betoken tho advent 
of spring, and flowers and green graas groct 
uson all sides. It is fine weathor for all 
aquatic sports, and tho “boys” aro out in 
full force, 

Mr. Hanlan has been atopping at Salo, 
Cheshire, nince his arrival, and put in ten 
days’ fair work in his preparation for tho 
Hawdon match on the Bridgewater Canal 
thore. Hoe takes naturally to his work,and 
says that ho never felt bettor or moro hope- 
ful in his life. I went up and visited him, 
on Saturday, and saw him at his’ practice. 
Tho long, easy, oven stroke sent his little 
craft along at a rare space, and the onlook- 
ora appeared to fool that he was a sculler of 
no ordinary mould, In short, ho has _im- 
pressed everybody with his superiority as 
an accomplished sculler, The ‘‘toots” at 
first appeared to dislike his lack of ‘‘action” 
—hia stroke being slow, a4 compared with 
the quick, LepTaore of our-best English 
professionals, and yot his boat travelled so 
evenly and fast that they admitted that, 
possibly, the yeung Canadian would inau- 
gurate a new syatom in rowing oven in this 
knowing country. 

Hanlan is in excellont health, and his 
gentlemanly deportmiout has already agreo- 
able surprised all who haye met him, He 
is far superior in this respect'to our Eng- 
lish professionals. Hoe left thia morning for 
Noweastlo,in company with Heasley, where 
ho will remain until tho first race is rowed. 


The oasy victory of Ross over Emmett 
has already borne fruit in this, that the 
English scullers aro saying, ‘‘ If Ross is so 
good, what must his yanquisher, Hanlan, 
be?” As TI pointed out in a former lotter, 
Rosa’ coming has placed Canadian rowing 
stock in’ the front rank, and\the result will 
undoubtedly be that Hanlan will boa long 
favorite in his first race. Of course this 
will only effect the ‘* betters,” and no one 
will care about their discomfiture, Hanlan 
will, I have no doubt, row to win, as he 
did last season, and, winning, he cannot 
but be hold in very high’ esteem by his 
countrymen, 

Asto Ross’ future over hore, I am in- 
clined to belieye that he will get few races 
to row, now that ho so easily beat Emmott, 
Higgins is backed by Mr, Chas. Bush, the 
famous boating man of London, and as he 
also backed Ross, there is little chance of a 
race between these two, If Howdon 
beats Hanlan, it may be that Ross will 
make an effort to outrow Hawdon, but 
nothing can be said in this respect until 
after May 5th. There is a challenge out to 
row Elliott, and the man is to be named 
after the Hawdon-Hanlan race on the diy 
of the race. Iam not at liberty to state 
who tho man will be, but I have an idga 
that Canadians will not be unacquainted 
with the man in view. 

Elliott has accepted the challenge, and 
before this reaches you the preliminaries 
will doubtless have boon settlad. The pres- 
ent Champion of England is exceedingly 
Anxious to goto Australia to row for the 
championship of the World, but leading 
sporting authorities have intimated that he 
had better beat Ross and Hanlan before 
sooking 

“Other fields and pastures new.” 
beyond the ocean. I fancy that some of the 
knowing ones fool that, possibly, some one 
whose name does not spell Elliott may be 
the man to undertake this trip and task! 
Tho proposed handicap has come to nothing 
and for the reason that our scullers -are 
pnot anxious to meet Hanlan until they 
have a chance to get his measure, Hanlan, 
hear expressed a strong desire to meet all 
the great scullers of England in a bunch; 
but, notwithstanding careful and influen- 
tial ‘‘nursing” the plan has to all intents 
and purposes failed. However, in due time 
Hanlan will measure strength with the 
Ohampion of England. 

There is every prospect of a great Inter- 
national Regatta on Take Lemar, Geneva, 
in July next. If this should prove a success 
a grand gathering of great scullers will re- 
sult. Llearn that there are to be races for 
fours, doable sculls for amateurs, anda 
five mile professional race for single sculls. 
The prizes for the latter are to be, I am in- 
formed :—Ist, $3,500; 2nd,$1,500; 3rd,$1,- 
000; 4th, $500. This would “draw,” un- 
donbtedly. Elliott, Hanlan, Ross, Hawdon, 
Boyd, Nicholson, etc.,etc., would robably 

articipate, and the meeting meal surely 
6 & famous one, 

The course on Lake Geneva is unsur- 
passed in the world, and the project is well 
worthy of every encouragement. It is 
understood that some 70,000 francs are to 
be raised to further thif’scheme,and a letter 
just received from Genova speaks in en- 
couraging terms of the prospects. 

Boyd may row this season,notwithstand- 
ing rumors to the contrary. Many believe 
him'to be a faster souller than Hlliott, and 
it is true that he has not been well for a 
year past. All last season he suffered from 
a swelling on his neck, and only recently 
has he felt like himself again. It may be 
that ho will yet comé to the front, and win 
back the title of Champion of England, 
which ho so easily won in the near past. 

Only last winter his old backer, Mr. O, 
Barrass, of Newcastle, offered to match him 


England “‘peeped” in reply. As Mr. B. is 
one of the keenest judges of rowing in this 
country he must feel pretty confident of 
his man, or he would not hazard so large « 
sum, in the face of 80 many atrong men, on 
the oar. 

Thero is a lull in challenges just now — 
Roas haying won a high place, and he is 
ready to row almost any one in England— 
while the Hawdon-Hanlan race an tho 
“Unknown” and Elliott match cover about 
all the ground at present in the front ranks 
hero. It is hinted that Boyd will be the 
“Unknown"—and if so, there will be 
plenty of excitement over the event. This 
race is to come off in a month after the bth 
of May. 

Tho report that Hanlan challenged El- 
Nott at Nowcastle aftor the late champion- 
ship match was alla mistake.
